If the addressee ever lived 
at the street and number given and 
you hold order of removal, mark let¬ 
ters “Removed,” giving the month, 
date and year of removal, and return 
the same to this office without follow¬ 
ing your order as usual. 

Clerks are requested not to perform 
directory work upon any of these let- 
j ters. In case any of them should get 
1 in the delivery, carriers are requested 
not to pick them out for delivery at 
any otheT address. 

| Clerks in charge of stations will re¬ 
turn all such letters promptly to this 
office, noting that they are properly 
indorsed, such as “Not ns D. Removed. 
1st., 4th. 1900. etc.,” or as their order 
may be in case of removal, giving cor¬ 
rect dates. 

The day foreman will be advised of 
the final disposition to be made of the 
letters referred to above.

Affidavits have been secured to the 
effect that In many cases the carriers 
refused to leave letters with rightful 
owners w ithout securing witnesses, and 
In one instance a carrier In the West 
End required a woman to tell the age 
^>f her son before he would have one 
of the bogus letters addressed to the 
young man. Therefore, on account of 
these remarkable rules for delivery, 
thousands of the “Indisputable evi¬ 
dences" of Democratic frauds did not 
reach the persons to whom they w'ere 
addressed. The young man whose age 
was required before delivery of the let¬ 
ter was a Mr. Hicks, who lives at 23U6 
West Market street Had Iris mother 
refused to give his age. doubtless he 
would have been labeled by the Re¬ 
publican jnachlm* as illegally regis¬ 
tered.

Produces Written Instructions. 


“At 2 o’clock I met Dr. Baker at the 
club and he handed me what he said 
was the order that had been issued rel¬ 
ative to the letters. It was signed by a 
Mr. Steele. X asked who Mr. Steele 
was and If he had authority to make 
such an order. He replied that Mr. 
Steele was superintendent of the car¬ 
riers and had received his authority 
from Mr. Evans, the Assistant Post¬ 
master. 

“I then asked Dr. Baker to explain 
certain phases in the circular. I asked 
first as to the expression, ‘If the ad¬ 
dressee ever lived at the street and 
number given and you hold order of 
removal, mark letter Removed, giving 
the month, date and year of removal, 
and return the same to this office with¬ 
out following your order as usual.' 

“The doctor said that in ordinary 
cases the letter would be delivered to 
the new address given by the party 
when he removed, but that in these 
cases it meant for the carrier to re¬ 
turn the latter to the post-office with 
the statement as to month, date and 
year of removal, without stating 
where the party had moved to. 

• • • 

Must Not Hunt Correct Address. 

“I asked him as to the expression rel¬ 
ative to 'directory work.' and he said 
that If an address was inaccurate the 
postal clerks and carriers looked up the 
address in a directory, and. If possible, 
located the person. This was the cus¬ 
tomary method, but in this case It was 
not to be done. I asked Dr. Baker if I 
might have the order shown me. He 
replied thAt he had rather retain it. I 
then asked him if he would give me a 
copy. He said he would. I also asked 
him when he sent me the copy to make 
the expirations as to the meaning of 
It that he had Just made. He said he 
would write me a litter giving me the 
information. I thanked him. and the 
conversation then ended. 

“This afternoon I received a copy of 
the order and Dr. Baker's letter The 
letter Is substantially the same as his 
verbal statements relative to the order, 
though, of course, not so full."

BUT SHEPARD CLAIMS AEG 
STILL STRONG. 


St. Louis. Nov. 1.—[Special.]—Eight 
deaths have now been reported to the 
cit£ Health Department as the result 
of lockjaw, caused, assert the physi¬ 
cians who attended the various cases, 
by the administration of the city bac¬ 
teriologist's specially prepared anti¬ 
toxin for diphtheria. Eleven other chil¬ 
dren are sick with lockjaw and death 
is expected to ensue In each case. A 
total of nineteen cases of lockjaw 
among children have, therefore, been 
reported to the Health Department as 
a direct result of the administration of 
the Infected antitoxin. 

Alarm is spreading. The anxiety of 
the mothers and fathers whose chil¬ 
dren have been Inoculated during the 
past two months with the city's anti¬ 
toxin for diphtheria may be Imagined 
better than described. The physicians 
who administered the remedy are ear¬ 
nest in demanding an Investiga¬ 
tions the cause of death in each case 
t6 dlscfijyer positively If the serum used 
for the manufacture of the antitoxin 
was Infected with tetanus toxin from 
the city's scrum horse, which was 
found to be suffering with lockjaw Oc¬ 
tober 1 and was killed.

Investigation Being Made. 


TO LEAVE THE NEIGHBORHOOD 


Planters In the Yicinity of Tiptonville, Tenn., Alarmed 
and Threaten To Prosecute the Raiders. 


Tiptonville, Tenn.. Nov. 1.—[Special.] 
—There is a reign of terror in the Third 
district of this county, the result of the 
efforts of Whltecappera to drive out ne¬ 
gro tenants. Several substantial negro 
tenant* have been ordered to gather 
their cotton crops and leave at once. 
White men have also been notified to 
hasten the harvesting of their cotton In 
order that the transient negroes may 


The inquiry at the Coroner's office Is 
being pushed, and indications so far 
point tq a confirmation of the charges 
broughjt by several physicians that the 
city's antitoxin for diphtheria was in¬ 
fected with tetanus toxin. 

An independent Investigation at the 
Baptist Hospital has convinced Drs. 
B, Nichols. R. C. Harris and C. C. 
Morris that the presence of tetanus 
germs In the city's antitoxin Is Indis¬ 
putable. A guinea pig was Inoculated 
Wednesday night with a quantity of 
the antitoxin for diphtheria, developed 
symptoms of tetanus Thursday and 
died Friday morning. Dr. Nichols said: 
“If the antitoxin were pure it would 
not have affected the pig. I am con¬ 
vinced the city's antitoxin contained 
the dread germs of tetanus. 

“To make the test positive. I will in¬ 
oculate another guinea pig with the 
antitoxin, and If this second animal 
dies, as 1 am assured he w*IU, the most 
skeptical should be convinced that the 
appalling number of cases of lockjaw 
among children of St. Louis is due to 
the administration of the city's anti¬ 
toxin for diphtheria and to nothing 
else."

Bacteriologist's Contention. 


London. Nov. 2.—Lord Kitchener has 
reported to the War Office a disaster to 
the English near Bethel, Eastern Trans¬ 
vaal, In which two guns were lost, sev¬ 
eral officers were killed or wounded and 
fifty-four men were killed and 160 
wounded. 

Qen. Kitchener reports casualties as 
follows: 

Killed—Col. Benson. Col. E. Guinness. 
MsJ F D. Murray. fapt*. M. W. Lind¬ 
say and F. T. Thorould.

Dr. Amand Ravold. city bacteriologist, 
who prepared the antitoxin and dis¬ 
tributed it. said to-day: “The horse 
from which the city has been drawing 
Its supply of serum for the making of 
diphtheria antitoxin • for the last few 
years showed no symptoms of tetanus 
August 24. when the last serum was 
withdrawn from him. He developed 
symptoms of lockjaw October 1. If the 
tetanus toxin was In the horse’s blood 
prior to August 24. It was beyond the 
range of human knowledge to detect It 
by an inspection of the horse.” 

The following deaths have occurred 
to date, it Is alleged, as the result of the 
administration of the city's antitoxin:

TAMMANY GIVES NO FIGURES, 


But the Belief Is a Majority of 25,- 
000 For Shepard Is Expected. 


VIEW OF JOHN G. CARLISLE. 


New York. Nov. 1.—[Special.]—If tha 
Tammany Hall estimates are as reli¬ 
able as they have generally been here¬ 
tofore. Shepard and the Tammany tick¬ 
et will be elected next Tuesday by about 
2^,000 majority. Mr. Croker refused to 
make public the exact estimates of the 
districts, but the Courier-Journal cor¬ 
respondent ascertained from trustwor¬ 
thy sources that the estimated majorlly 
for Shepard in New York county is 
about 37.000. Conceding that Brooklyn 
wih gj\e Low 12,000 this estimate will 
elect Shepard by 25,000. 

The Republican Committee to-night 
estimates that Low will carry New York 
county by 30.000 and Brookiyn by l&.uOO. 
thereby making his majority In Greater- 
New York 45,000. As usual, one of tha 
committees Is badly off Jn Its claims, 
and the reader can take his pick. I 
think on the whole that the Tammany 
estimate Is the more reliable. 

The sporting men who are backing 
Low are betting 10 to 9 and 10 to 8 
to-night that he will be e!ecte<|. and the 
Shepardites are simply amazed at the 
odds. They confess that they cannot 
for the life of them understand why 
the odds should favor Low, for as far 
as they can discover Shepard is aa 
strong in New York county as Bryan 
was In 1900, and they estimate that ho 
will carry the county by -from 25.000 to 
35,000. It is admitted that Brooklyn 
will go largely for Low, perhaps 15.000. 
Still. Shepard will be elected by from 
15.000 to 20,000. 


Conditions Favor Shepard. 

The mix up in opinions is very funny, 
especially when it Is considered that 
there Is so little accurate knowledge 
obtainable upon which to base an intel¬ 
ligent and reliable opinion. I confess 
that I am unable to see, viewing the 
actual and general conditions as they 
exist, how Shepard can be beaten. He 
will certainly poll the strength of Tam¬ 
many Hall, which Is estimated at 150.- 
000. and In addition will poll from 30.000 
to 40.000 votes from the Republican and 
independent ranks. Then he should got 
at least 140,000 votes In Brooklyn, to say 
nothing of several thousand In Queens 
and Richmond. Unless there is a Re¬ 
publican or fusion slump, I think that 
the Tammany ticket will poll from 290.- 
000 to 300,000 votes. I do not bcllevq 
that Low is stronger in Greater New 
York than was McKinley a year ago, 
and I do believe that Shepard will get 
as large a vote as did Bryan. 

In fact, I do not believe that a Demo¬ 
cratic city of 50.000 can be carried by a 
fusion ticket. This Is the real basis for 
my belief that the Democratic party of 
Greater New York will elect its ticket 
next Tuesday, the extravagant claims 
and plunging of the money of the Re¬ 
publicans to the cuntrary notwithstand¬ 
ing.

MEMORIAL TO ASSEMBLY 


ADOPTED BY TENNESSEE CUM¬ 
BERLAND PRESBYTERIAN3 


AFTER SPIRITED DISCUSSION. 


Tennessee and Alabama Laws Conflict 
Regarding Rights of Married 
Women 


IN A NASHVILLE SUIT. 


Lebanon. Tenn., Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
The chief question before the present 
session of the Tennessee Synod. Cumber¬ 
land Presbyterian Church, was settled 
to-day when the synod, by a vote of 
&5 to 13, adopted a memorial to the 
General Assembly protesting against 
the separation of the Theological Sem¬ 
inary from Cumberland University. 
There was a long and. at times, spirited 
discussion of the question, and an effort 
was made to amend the memorial so as 
to provide for an enlarged board of 
trustees. Many of the members of tho 
synod felt that to divide the schools, or 
even to place the seminary under a 
separate board of trustees, would weak¬ 
en the educational Interests of the 
church, hence the action taken to-day. 
It is said that the synods of Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois. Indiana and Kentucky 
have already partially expressed their 
approbation of the plan of a separate 
hoard of trustees for each institution. 
It Is certain now that this will be one 
of the mosv bitterly fought questions 
before the General Assembly when it 
meets next May. The claim of the ad¬ 
vocates of a change Is that they do not 
care to have tho seminary removed 
from Lebanon, but they want either a 
separate board of trustees for each in¬ 
stitution, or an enlargement of the pres¬ 
ent board of trustees of Cumberland 
University so that the church at large 
may have a better representation. 

The concluding session was iAken up 
In the reading and discussion of com¬ 
mittee reports. A strong position was 
taken on the question of Sabbath ob¬ 
servance, the Synod resolving that 
preachers should not ride on Sunday 
trains nor go for mall on Sunday. It 
was recommended that five delegates 
be appointed by the Moderator to at¬ 
tend the National Anti-Saloon League 
meeting at Washington. 

The report of the Special Committee 
on Presbyterial Lines, providing for 
a new Presbytery, was adopted. The 
new Presbytery will be composed of the 
counties of Coffee and Grundy, of Elk 
Presbytery; Canon, from the Lebanon 
Presbytery; Warren. Van Buren, 
White and DeKalb, of the present Mc¬ 
Minnville Presbytery. It will be called 
the McMinnville Presbytery, and the 
remaining counties of the present Me- 
Mirmrille Presbytery will be known rh 
the Cookeville Presbytery. The mem¬ 
bers of the Synod who voted no on mat¬ 
ter of a separate Board of Trustees for 
the seminary filed a protest to the action 
of the majority. They want no new 
Beard of Trustees, but propose to in¬ 
crease the old board by men from all 
sections of the church. The action of 
tho majority, however* has nothing in 
It which would even remotely oppose 
buch action on the part of the General 
Assembly.

Tennessee Man Attempted To Elope 
With a Girl. But Had Fight With 
Her Father. 

Clarksville. Tenn., Nov. 1.—A fight 
occurred Tuesday in this county be- 
twaen Reuben Holt, a farmer, and 
Bally Morris, of Robertson county. A 
number of shots were exchanged, but 
fortunately no one was wounded. 

For some time, it is claimed. Morris 
has been trying to elope with the thtr- 
teen-year-old daughter of Holt. Tues¬ 
day Morris, accompanied by several 
friends, went to the Holt place to get 
the girl and were met by the father. 
Morris and Holt at once opened Are on 
each other and a number of shots were 
exchanged at long range Morris and 
his friends then left and the next night 
Holt, expecting another visit from the 
Morris forces, got a number of his 
friends together, collected several shot¬ 
guns and awaited the enemy.

FROM $6 TO $100. 


RANGE OF PENSIONS PAID FROM 
LOCAL OFFICE. 


About 400 Persons Draw On Account 
of Mexican War Service—Fifty 
“1812” Widows. 


All next week and the week follow¬ 
ing it will be the pension agent's "busy 
day." During that time about $935,000 
will be disbursed to the pensioners on 
the rolls of the local office, a large ma¬ 
jority of whom, of course, live In Ken¬ 
tucky. Later In the month and In De¬ 
cember nearly $100,000 remaining will 
be paid out to those who hold vouch¬ 
ers but arc not in such a big hurry to 
cash them. 

Between 29.000 and 30,000 pensioners 
are paid either In person or by mall 
from this office. They average thirty- 
odd dollars. Nearly 3.000 perams who 
draw on Uncle Sam's pension bank ac¬ 
count live In Louisville. Two of these 
receive $100 each per month, the largest 
in Kentucky. One of these is Oen. 
Pdce, the other the widow of Gen. 
Whitaker. They were pensioned un¬ 
der a special act of Congress. There 
are fifty who draw pensions under the 
total disability act—$72 per month. 
This is the highest pension paid unless 
by a special act. 

There are about 8.000 on the rolls who 
get $6; 8,000 Who get $8; 8,000 who get 
$12. The balance draw from $12.50 up 
to $72. Fewer than 400 pensions are 
drawn because of service in the Mex¬ 
ican War. Fifty widows of soldiers of 
the War of 1812 are on the list. Nine 
died during the past twelve months. In 
othei sections of the country there arc 
three survivors of the "1812," while one 
man still lives who fought In the Revo¬ 
lution. 

Pension Agent Combs has not yet an¬ 
nounced the names of the six extra 
clerks who will assist the regular office 
force dudng the rush of paying pen¬ 
sions. On some days from 6,000 to 7,000 
vouchers will be handled. 


Between the Laws of Tennessee and 
Alabama. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. t—[Special.]— 
In the case of the Southern Building 
and Loan Association vs. Georgia and 
C. W. Bell, et a!.. Chancellor Cook to¬ 
day delivered an opinion in which he 
held that the contract of a married 
woman In Tennessee, to be governed by 
the law of Alabama, was void, and that 
the courts of Tennessee would not en¬ 
force such an instrument under the plea 
of coverture 

It seems that under the la%v of Ala¬ 
bama a married woman can contract 
with the same freedom as an unmar¬ 
ried woman, w hile In Tennessee the rule 
Is different The derision of the Chan¬ 
cellor, that the law of Tennessee gov¬ 
erns. raises an Interesting question of 
conflict of laws which the Supreme 
Court will be called upon to decide, as 
counsel for the association has given 
notice of an appeal. 

OLD SURVEY CORRECT. 

Work On Virginia-Tennessee Bound¬ 
ary Line Temporarily Suspended. 
Bristol, Tenn.. Nov. 1.—A. H. Buclian- 
an. of the commission appointed by the 
United States Supreme Court to re-ran 
and rev mark the Tennessee-Virginia 
boundary line, was !n Bristol to-day 
and said that the C^jmmlaFtem had. by 
agreement, derided to do nothing fur¬ 
ther lr. connection with the survey un¬ 
til next spring. The Commission bna 
been at work on the survey since early 
last summer, and so fax the line has 
beer* resurveyed and marked w* th store 
momrm-uts for a distance of s^venty- 
one miles. The line thus far has been 
readily located and shows that the sur¬ 
vey made in 1858 was correct. 

The two States appropriated $10,000 
for the survey.

Fire Company of Providence.

Liable For Taxes. 

It is the contention of the Andltor and 
Commissioner that these people and 
firms being members of the above-men¬ 
tioned companies and citizens of the 
State of Kentucky are directly liable 
to the State for the taxes due from the 
companies, which Is 2 per cent, of the 
gross premiums. It Is the purpose to 
demand payment of the taxes from 
them and If they refuse to pay to insti¬ 
tute action to recover from them. These 
suits will be filed in the Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit or State Fiscal Court here, but be¬ 
fore this is done an expert accountant 
will go to Louisville and elnck up the 
insurance accounts on their books with 
a view* of ascertaining the amount of 
tax due from each. 

GUATEMALA HONORS 

M’KINLEY’S MEMORY. 


Special Minister Arrives In Washing¬ 
ton To Express Sorrow For 
President’s Assassination. 


In 1852 Leander Reynolds was a mate 
on the Clipper, No. 2, which plied be¬ 
tween Cincinnati and St. Louis. Rey- 
riols was married and his wife lived in 
Louisville. On one particular after¬ 
noon In the year mentioned, Reynolds 
bade his w ife a fond farewell and went 
aboard the boat. Joseph II. Bunce was 
the Captain and William Huston the 
engineer. A few days later Mrs. Rey¬ 
nolds received a letter from the Cap¬ 
tain saying that her husband had died 
of yellow fever **n route to St. Louis, 
and that for this reason the body could 
not be sent to ls>ulsville. 

The young widow mourned for some 
time and then was wooed and won by 
another, who died within h few years. 
Later she married a Union veteran of 
the war between the States who resided 
at Athens. O. Recently this husband, 
who had been drawing a (tension, died, 
and the widow sought to have the pen¬ 
sion continued In her name. She sent 
her marriage certificate and a record of 
her previous matrimonial ventures. 
When the department at Washington 
saw that a doubt existed as to her lirst 
husband’s death—no artual proof* hav¬ 
ing been furnished—a letter was sent to 
Special Persian Examiner 8. M. Cutler 
ut the local office to try to get some¬ 
thing definite on Leandrr Reynolds’ 
death. Mr. Cutler yesterday made a 
thorough investigation. He found that 
Capt Bunce, who was afterward—In 
1889—Mayor of Louisville, being defeat¬ 
ed fo a second term by Baxter, had 
been dead eighteen or twenty years, 
and that Engineer Huston was no 
more. No one could be found who 
knew Reynolds. If it should be discov¬ 
ered. however, that he is alive and un- 
divorced he will still bo the thrtse- 
murrled woman’s husband and she will 
get tio pension. 


Washington. Nov. 1.—Secretary Hay 
to-day presented to the President Dr. 
j Jorge Munot as a special Minister and 
Plenipotentiary from Guatemala. 

Dr. Munoz was accompanied by Dr. 
Yela, the^Secretary of the Guatemala 
Legislature. The former Is not to re¬ 
place Minister Arriaga, but comes In a 
special capacity as the bearer of the 
condolences of the Guateinalean Gov¬ 
ernment upon the death of the late 
President McKinley. 

Guatemala is the only country which 
has thus far specially honored Presi¬ 
dent McKinley’s memory.

FORTY NEW VESSELS 

WANTED FOR NAVY. 


List Includes Three Big Battleships, 
Three Armored Cruisers and 
Many Gunboats. 


Washington, Nov. 1.—Over and above 
the four warships for which Congress 
directed him last session to prepare 
plans as a basis for appropriation at 
the next session. Secretary Long has 
before him the recommendations of the 
Board of Naval Construction, looking 
to authorisation by Congress of the 
building of forty more naval vessels of 
all classes, from battleships down to 
tugboats. The plans for the two ar¬ 
mored cruisers and two battleships, pro¬ 
jected by CongresB last session, al¬ 
ready have been prepared and look to the 
construction of about 16.000-ton battle¬ 
ships and 14.000-ton cruisers. 

The board's complete plan Is: Three 
seagoing battleships of about 16.000 tons 
displacement, two armored cruisers of 
about 14,500 tons displacement, six gun¬ 
boats of about 1,200 tons, six gunboats 
of about 600 tons, six gunboats of about 
200 tons, two colliers of about 15,000 tons, 
one repair ship of about 7.500 tons, six 
training ships of about 2,000 tons, four 
picket boatr of about 650 tons, and four 
tugboats.

NEWSPAPER MAN TESTIFIES. 


Washington. Nov. 1.—The hands of 
the elongated, antique timepiece which 
stands against the wall in the hall oc¬ 
cupied by the Schley Court of Inquiry 
pointed to 12:45 o'clock to-day when 
Judge Advocate Lemly announced that 
he had no more witnesses to call, and 
Mr. Ravner. following him, said that 
no witnesses would be summoned on 
behalf of Admiral Schley In sur-rebut- 
tal. For a moment It appeared as If the 
now famous case was about to reach a 
sudden conclusion. But this delusion 
was soon dissipated by the announce¬ 
ment on the part of Capt. Lemly that 
he might ask to be allowed to bring m 
one more witness on Monday, and also a 
statement from Mr. Rayner that Rear I 
Admiral Schley himself would desire to 
return to the stand on Monday to cor¬ 
rect errors In his evidence as officially 
reported.

Schley May Be Recalled. 


There Is probability that the Rear 
Admiral will consume considerable time 
in going over the printed record of 
what he said, and there also Is an un¬ 
derstanding that he will make some ad¬ 
ditions to his former statements. But 
It is not believed that beyond what he 
inay have to say there will be much 
more testimony taken in the case. The 
only witness that the Judge Advocate 
still has In mind Is Lieut. Strauss, and

These details completed, the argu¬ 
ment of counsel will begin, and then 
counsel and the public vr!U withdraw 
and leave the court to Its deliberations.

To-day's 
witnesses were Mr. Sylvester Soovel. a 
former newspaper correspondent, who 
saw service In the Cuban campaign;

I want the constitutional right 
to argue this case within proper bound* 
and with great respect to everybody con¬ 
cerned. but to make criticisms as they 
appear proper to me, or to make com¬ 
ment. If I should find, fur instance, 
that I believed a witness ha* not told 
the truth, I should not hesitate to say 
so.

• • Stirring Pictures of Modern Personages and Events By a 
Noted Newspaper Man.

T HE first-hand observations of one 
who with his own eye* has seen 
the great personages and events 
of fcia own time are always of 
value. But when that observer Is gifted 
with a keen sense of color and dramatic 
situation, along with the additional en¬ 
dowment of power to present his Im¬ 
pressions in nervous, vivid English 
phrase, what he writes is literature— 
and literature of keen Interest. Such 
is a fair description of James Creelman’s 
book. "On the Great Highway." But 
aside from Its being a brilliant picture 
of most of the big men and the big 
happenings that have beeu factors in 
the world’s history during recent years, 
It Is something more. 

The group of twenty sketches that 
range In theme and scene* from Corea to 
Kosauth and from the Vatican to El 
Caney are a unit, in that they form a 
typiflcatlon of the American spirit. 
There Is no moralising, no prosing, no 
padding. It is a tale more fascinating 
than fiction of what one man has seen 
while doing bis day’s work. But it is 
tione the less a paen to the god of "Get 
There,*’ an unwitting but a lucid ex¬ 
planation of the American habit of 
accomplishing the Impossibilities. The 
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slan village where 
Tolstoi lives his 
theories, and we see 
the leader of Slavonic literature and the 
protagonist of a new school of ethics in 
a finely colored portrait. "When the 
wild Count was married, nearly thirty 
years before, his wife was a mere child. 
It was this young girl—a slender beauty 
of good family and fine breeding—who 
for years strangled the cynicism that 
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author’s aim. which he has done more 
than attain, he outlines as follows: 

"These page* from the experiences of 
a busy man are intended to give the 
public some Idea of the processes* of 
modern Journalism which are gradually 
assimilating the human race. The news, 
paper reader, who sits comfortably at 
home and surveys the events of the 
whole world day by day, seldom real¬ 
izes the costly enterprise and fierce ef¬ 
fort employed In the work of bringing 
the news of all countries to his fireside; 
nor do*3 he fully appreciate the part 
which the press is rapidly assuming in 
human affairs, not only as historian and 
commentator, but as a direct and active 
agent

Mr. Creelman's 
Prom the Vatican, one error lies In his 
To the Quaint frankness. When 


he tells, for exam¬ 
ple. how he ob¬ 
tained the first In¬ 
terview ever accorded a newspaper 
man by the Pape he leaves the Impres¬ 
sion that almost any other man could 
have so succeeded by the same exer¬ 
cise of common sense, tact and perse¬ 
verance—by approaching the proper 
people In the proper way. In short. It 
Is a modern Instance of the old story 
of Columbus and the egg, and Mr. 
Creelman has written all the better 
book because he has chosen candor 
rather than the pose of a wonder¬ 
worker. 

From the appealing and majestic 
presence of the quiet shepherd of 
Christendom the scene changes to a 
battle-picture worthy of Verestechagln 
—the warfare between the nation of 
modernity and the nation of senility In 
the Tar Earn—Japan and China. The 
invasion of Manchuria and the battle 
and massacre of Port Arthur are de¬ 
tailed with brilliant vividness, and we 
see Corea, a land that furnishes one of 
the most Interesting chapter* of the 
book; a land of philosophers, but a 
land "drugged with abstract scholas¬ 
ticism and demonology. They are cred¬ 
ulous almost beyond belief. A white- 
bearded. spectacled Solomon, who can 
recite whale poems from the Ohln'.se 
classics, will tell you gravely that there 
are not more wells in ling Yang, be¬ 
cause the city Is an island and. If too 
many holes were cut In the bottom, it 
might sink. There Is a spirit for the 
hill, another one for the valley, an¬ 
other for the rice-field, another for the 
woods, another for the river, another 
for the house, and so on, endlessly. 
Cut off from active intercourse with 
other nations for thousands of years, 
the Coreans represent the most remote 
ages of mystic Oriental civilization.

Montreal. We learn how It cost Mr. 
Creelman’s paper $7,602.42 for a single 
telegram to beat a plucky woman in 
the Philippines and we are shown the 
latest of all the world-tragedies—the 
one at Buffalo that brought sorrow to 
America, shared by every* nation of 
the globe. Every picture is painted 
broadly, with color, dash and accurate 
detail. Every character Is clear-cut 
boldly outlined. But the one passage 
of the book that will give the keenest 
thrill to most readers of this work of 
exceptional Interest 1» that tale of what 
happened one day in the trenches back 
of Manila. 

"An Infantry band sent from the city 
to cheer our tired men lilted gayly In 
the rear. Now and then a pair of sol¬ 
diers would waltz to the music In the 
trench, crouching In fantastic attitudes 
to avoid the aim of the enemy’s marks¬ 
men.

How Frederick W. Unger made his 
way from the Klondike to South Africa, 
after disastrous fortunes In the north 
which co*t him all his money, much of 
his health, and nearly his life; how, aft¬ 
er a brief stay at home, with llWle 
money and no credentials as a corre¬ 
spondent, he fought his way to the front 
lti th».* South African War until his 
courage and perseverance caused him 
to be the official messenger bearing 
Lord Roberts* dispatches announcing 
the surrender of Bloemfontein; and 
then how this Irrepressible American 
joined the Boers and gained the confi¬ 
dence and an intimate view of Presi¬ 
dent Kruger and his Cabinet—all of this 
makes one of the m-ost fascinating nar¬ 
ratives ever written. It Is told with 
entire simplicity and evident good 
faith, with a due sense of tremendous 
difficulties overcome, but with no 
boasting or vainglory. A* a mere 
»:ory of adventure, the Interest Is un¬ 
failing; every page is alive with It. Add 
to this the vivid pictures of the life on 
the veldt. In the war-swept towns with 
the leaders and men of the contending 
armies, the battle scenes, the frank 
and free relations with the men whom 
the war I 1 . 1 * made famous, and one may 
realize the charm of this book. The 
story Is Intensely personal; there Is no 
attempt at fine writing or dramatic 
climaxes; yet Mr. Unger has, a* If un¬ 
consciously, given public the most 
graphic account of Lord Roberts’ cam¬ 
paign yet published. Moreover, he has 
depicted them with remarkable sympa¬ 
thy for the ppntlments and purpose* of 
both contestants, assuming the view* 
point of each. 

Great as Is the interest attaching to 
the historical events and personages he 
describes, the achievement* of the au¬ 
thor himself are the chief fascination 
of the book. Nowhere Is 'there so char¬ 
acteristic a story of the American news¬ 
paper man. One marvels how this un¬ 
known. nearly penniless, almost friend¬ 
less young man, n war correspondent for 
•the first time, succeeded in his under¬ 
taking. which was no less an achieve¬ 
ment than the shattering of one of the 
moat cherished institutions of the Brit¬ 
ish army. The one element of luck that 
entered Into 'the case was the author’s 
meeting with Rudyard Kipling, whose 
superior cock-surencss is depicted with 
apparently unconscious humor. Like 
all the persons he describes, Mr. Unger 
makes Mr. Kipling very much alive and 
very real. But there was no luck about 
the o.ise when the author carried the 
news of Bloemfontein’s surrender 
through the enemy’s lines, riding 126 
miles to Kimberley, the last 100 miles 
tn twenty-four hours, and being the 
first to send the news to the world. 

The Interview with President Kru¬ 
ger. obtained when the seat of Govern¬ 
ment was a railroad train. Is a pen- 
picture of that statesman drawn with 
camera-llke lack of reverence, and 
shows the old man as he appeared to 
his intimates, with no attempt to place 
him on a pinnacle. The very com¬ 
monplaceness of the whole event makes 
It Interesting Without meaning to be 
so. however. Mr. Unger Is the hero of 
his own story.

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Gen. John M. Palmer’s autobiography, 
u Weh h a * Just been issued by the Rob¬ 
ert Clarke Company, has much of pe¬ 
culiar interest to Kentuckians, not only 
from the fact of his being a Kentuckian 
by birth, but because be was. at such a 
critical stage of Its history, the military 
commander of the Department cf Ken¬ 
tucky. and in the last years of his life 
one of the two Kentuckians who formed 
the National Democratic ticket, who 
were notified of their nomination at the 
Auditorium In this city, on. September 
12. 1896. by Col. Fellows and Senator 
Caflfery. an occasion w’ell remembered. 

This "story of an earnest life" begins 
with the emigration of the Palmer fam¬ 
ily from Virginia to Kentucky, and the 
birth of John, In 1817, in Scott county. 
Gen. Palmer’s recollections go back over 
many of the great events In the nation’s 
history, beginning with the presidential 
contest of 1£2S between Jackson and 
Adams, and coming down to that of 
IS96. 

The Palmer* removed to Illinois in 
1831, as a result of the father's objec¬ 
tion to slavery, and the patrol system 
then existing in this State, and J*»hn M. 
Palmer thus became a citizen of Illinois, 
and so remained until his death. In 
these days, when an education Is so 
easy to get. and so a matter of course. 
It 1 b hard to realize young Palmer’s de. 
light and excitement at his father’.* per¬ 
mission "to go and get an education," 
with the remark "I have no money to 
expend for your education, but a h* a it by 
boy like you needs no help; you may go 
to-morrow morning: I givo you your 
time. Don’t disgrace me; may God bless 
you!" It was with such a beginning, 
and no money or clothes but those he 
wore, that Gen. Palmer’s career com¬ 
menced. and his account of his early 
struggles, from that time, possesses that 
Interest always attaching to the youth 
of those who have attained succerF. 

Knowing mich men as Douglas, John 
Calhoun, Logan and Lincoln, and. In 
fact, all of the great men of his time, 
and telling many Incidents !:i their 
live*, as well as his own In connection 
therewith, Gen. Palmer has a talent for 
narration In plain, simple language that 
makes the reading a pleasure. Hi* ex¬ 
periences In the Civil War are set forth, 
and the part he took In the various 


jfS** HU *ory contains the following: 

February 10. 1865—The Louisville 

Journal announces: ’Maj Gen. John M. 
I aimer, of Illinois, has been appointed 
to command In Kentucky. Thank God 
and President Lincoln!* ” At a later 
date, July of the «ame year, we find in 
thesameannals the following significant 
entry: "Gen. John M Palmer, who 
seems to act a* If he were the autocrat 
of Kentucky Instead of military com¬ 
mander. 1ksik« General Order No 49 . as 
to issuing passes." etc. AM of his orders 
and the reason* for each are given 
by the writer. and he explains the whys 
and wherefores In a plain, straightfor¬ 
ward way. 

He gives In detail a description of the 
large crowd of negroes that gathered 
In Louisville on the Fourth of July, 1865, 
under the delusion that he was going 
to set thorn free on that day. He tells 
of his visit to the grove south of the 
city, where he was surrounded by 
negroes whom "no man can number." 
Continuing, he says: "When the tumult 
had partially subsided I said: ‘My coun¬ 
trymen, you are substantially free!* 
They never heard the word ’substantial¬ 
ly.’ There went up a shout which could 
have been heard a mile. But while 
stood I determined to 'drive the last 
nail In the coffin* of the ’Institution,’ 
even If it cost me the command of the 
department. How long I stood on the 
platform I do not know, but when the 
noise had In a measure subsided I said: 
*My countrymen, you are free, and while 
I command In this department the mili¬ 
tary forces of the United States will de¬ 
fend your right to freedom.' " 

He was backed up by the President 
And Secretary of War. and says: "And 
thus President Johnson kept th> promise 
made to me by Mr. Lincoln: ’Go to Ken¬ 
tucky. keep your temper, do as you 
please, and I will sustain you ‘" He 
resigned as commander March 27. 1866.

As Governor of Illinois, at the time of 
the great Chicago fire, he was In a posi¬ 
tion to give many fact* In this connec¬ 
tion, and devotes much space to an ac¬ 
count of the calamity, and the means 
of relief adopt' d Taking an important 
j part In th- Tlaycs-Tllden contest, he 
discusses that celebrated controversy 
also.

Disingenuous But Characteristic. 

In their treatment of the Booker 
Washington Incident, the Republican 
newspapers have from first to last per¬ 
sisted methods most disingenuous, yet 
wholly characteristic. Time out of mind 
the cue of these organs of sectional dis¬ 
cord, these purveyors of misinformation 
and vehicles of misunderstanding amvng 
the people, has been the assumption 
that there is one standard of morality 
In the North and quite a different stand¬ 
ard of morality In the South. Stirling 
with this faise premise, they have 
proceeded upon another assump¬ 
tion which Is equally false, to-wit, 
tha: the keynote of life and 

thought at the South takes its 
pitch and tone from the old Institution 
of African Slavery and the memory of 
the dead and burled Southern Confed¬ 
eracy. On these two strings they harp 
perpetually, Illustrating by their own 
bigotry the provincialism they would 
lay at our door, and betraying an In¬ 
tractability of spirit which Is the mor? 
surprising since It has had so little to 
feed and inflame It. 

Barring one or two unimportant 
Southern newspapers possessing more 
blood and bile than brains, which, by 
their absurd excess, played directly Into 
the hands of sectional malignity— 
perhaps intended to do so—the com¬ 
ments of the representative newspapers 
of the 8outh upon the Booker Wash¬ 
ington incident were both temperate 
and thoughtful, entitled to the serious 
consideration of fair-minded and Intel!!- 
gent Northern people. 

The Incident Itself was altogether sen¬ 
sational. At a moment when by rea¬ 
son of hls recent and tragic Induction 
to the highest station in the land, the 
eye-s of the country and the world are 
fix*-d upon him, a young and untried 
President quits the beaten path trod 
by hls predecessors In office, to herald 
a changed policy with respect to that 
portion of the American Union hls par¬ 
ty associates delight to refer to as “the 
States lately In rebellion.** It Is given 
out that In his Southern appointments 
he will not consider by-gone party be¬ 
longings and relations, but will make 
hls selections only from native South¬ 
erners of approved Alness and char¬ 
acter. This In Itself Is not an 111 thing; 
though it is a new thing for a Repub¬ 
lican President to confess that there 
are so f**w white Republicans In the 
South worthy of hls confidence that he 
must needs seek a man of color for hls 
flrit and chief adviser in so grave a 
transaction as the naming a Federal 
Judge for Alabama. However we may 
lake It, the circumstance was suggest¬ 
ive. If not significant. But w'hen It was 
followed by the yet further proof of hls 
esteem by the advancement of this man 
of color from the post of public coun¬ 
selor to the place of private guest and 
friend, the honored equal of his family 
and himself, it naturally brought Into 
the foreground the whole question of 
racehood involved by the color line; be¬ 
cause the like has not been seen before 
In the National Capital. The case Is 
exceptional, the Incident murks a rad¬ 
ical departure from both the usage and 
the ethic® of society, the more so since 
the White Houfc being alike the foun¬ 
tain of fashion and favor. Is supposed 
to give laws and to set the pace to 
society In matters of etiquette and con¬ 
ventional taste. 

Thus fir do we not state the facts 
with perfect accuracy and absolute im¬ 
partiality? 

If we do not w- should like some one 
to specify wherein we vary a hair's line 
from the truth. Sticking a pin here, 
let us. for purposes of illustration, de¬ 
scend to the argumentum nd hominem, 
end recite our own »'xpeTl*nce with om 
Repuhllccin critics. We shall take as a 
fair standard of measurement, our *-xct»L 
l»*n-t Brother Kohleaat. of Chicago, who, 
having dismissed a good-n-Utired rig¬ 
marole. trolled oft. partly to avoid even 
the appearance of exaggerating and 
partly to pour a Utile sunshine Into an 
acr.ruonJous dispute, as “a bibulous, 
after-dinner ♦*fTuslon**--thus wholly mis. 
conceiving, certainly misrepresent mg 
l*s spirit nml purpose—has remained 
obstinately silent ever aince. not only 
refusing to accept an explanation c.f 
wnnt should have required no explana¬ 
tion. but. as far as the Herald-Record 
Is concerned, leaving us suspended in 
the n r where he left us a w^ek ago. 
Truth to say. we are so used to such 
treatment that we do not much mind it. 
though we had not looked for exactly 
surh fmm Brother Kohlsaxit. By way 
of refreshing t he reader’s memory, let us 
repeat the last words we had from him. 
Referring to the Fourier-Journal's serio¬ 
comic refrain, he said: 

“But beneath the pluy of wil and satire 
there is the gall and biturnesa ot the 
pro-stavery advocate. There Is the rev¬ 
erence for JefLrson Davti ar.d the slur 
at the ‘gentleman of color.’ There la the 
Inveterate sneer at Wendell Phillips and 
Uoyd Garrison, at Theodore Parker and 
Joshua Glddlngs Th» re la the slap at 
Frederick Douglass, There U the attempt 


to poison the Southern mlnri against 
Booker T. Washington." 

Now, these are either serious accusa¬ 
tions or they are noL Th»*y either 
mean something or nothing. They 
either mean what they say or else 
they are as Irrelevant and bibulous as 
Brother Kohlsaat described the orig¬ 
inal writing to which they affect to re¬ 
ply. By way of rejoinder we declared 
that we have been the constant friend 
of Booker Washington and his work; 
that we were never the advocate of 
African slavery, but, on the contrary, 
that we detested slavery In all 
Its forms, recalling the fact, 
known of all men who care to 
know, that we early accepted the 
War Amendments to the Constitution 
as the final Treaty of Peace between 
the North and the South, and gave ten 
y*«rs of unremitting and unpopular 
effort to the obliteration of the black 
laws and the habitation of the black 
people In all their newly-Afqulred civil 
and political rights. In the same con¬ 
nection we printed, as a kind of vouch¬ 
er, or exhibit, an open letter to the 
President from the Hon. William R. 
Moore, of Tennessee, a native South¬ 
erner, of the political faith of Lincoln. 
Grant and Roosevelt, which took sub¬ 
stantially the same view of the Booker 
Washington incident that we did. only 
putting It from the radical Republican 
partisan point of view. 

To all this, Mr. Kohlsaat la blind and 
deaf and dumb. So all his Republican 
colleagues who made such free and 
distorted use of our harmless banter. 
In order to get a uord In edgewise we 
had personally to write the Chicago 
Poet Inclosing advance proof-slips; and 
yet, though these appeared In the Post 
a week ago. and put an entirely differ¬ 
ent face upon the matter, the Repub¬ 
licans are still charging us with having 
Insulted the President, with having at¬ 
tacked Booker Washington, and with 
seeking for sectional and party pur- 
pones to stir up strife anew on racial 
lines.

The Question of Drawbacks. 

There are delightful uncertainties at¬ 
taching to the theory that certain ter¬ 
ritory is within the United States for 
some purposes and without It for others. 
For example, the Treasury Department 
has decided recently that no drawbacks 
can be allowed on goods sent to the 
Philippines, and exporters are protesting 
vigorously. 

One of the methods adopted for the 
encouragement of domestic manufactur¬ 
ers Is to allow them a refund of the 
taxes paid on materials, when the goods 
containing those materials are export¬ 
ed. In that way the exporter is enabled 
to sell the manufactured article for a 
less price abroad than he could other¬ 
wise do, and so is In better position to 
compete with foreign producers. In the 
domestic market he has less need of this 
advantage, as he D protected by a heavy 
tariff, which either excludes foreign 
competition or raises the price of com¬ 
petitive articles Imported. In foreign 
markets the best he can expect Is equal¬ 
ity with other producers. 

Now this Is the state of things that 
exlBts In the Philippines. Good a sent 
thither from the United States pay the 
same rates of duty as goods that come 
from Great Britain, Germany or Spain, 
the principal competitors for the trade 
of the Islands. The exporters, therefore, 
insist, with much plausibility, that ih-ie 
Is the same reason to allow them draw¬ 
backs on goods shipped to any port In 
the Philippines as to any unquestion¬ 
ably foreign port. Yet the Treasury 
Department refuses to allow the draw¬ 
back on the ground that the Philippines 
are under the Jurisdiction of the United 
States. But when the merchandise 
reaches Manila, or any other port In 
the archipelago. It Is taxed as foreign 
goods on the ground that the islands are 
not domestic territory for tariff pur¬ 
poses. 

Another point made against the 
Treasury ruling Is t that alcohol 
and distilled spirits are sent to 
the Philippines without the pay¬ 
ment of any Internal revenue 
tax. The law under which this Is done 
provides that the bond required for fu< h 
cases shall be canceled on satisfactory 
proof that the spirits have been landed 
at any port "outside the Jurisdiction if 
the United States." Thus It appears 
that the Philippine islands are without 


W'e are told that they will take a mil¬ 
lion tons more of steel rails next year 
than In this, besides enormously in¬ 
creasing their orders for bridge mate¬ 
rial and structural shapes. Orders for 
new' cars are being placed on a heavier 
acale than ever before. Obviously this 
w*ould not be done If these great cor¬ 
porations did not expect more business 
In 1902 and 1903 than In 1900 and 1901. 
But how can the railroads have more 
business unless the whole country Is 
prospering, buying and shipping freight 
and going on Journeys? 

The loss of so much of the corn crop 
has been a real disaster which must be 
felt, and yet the officers of the Atchi¬ 
son railroad whose mileage covers most 
of the corn belt do not hesitate to say 
that general business will continue so 
good they expert to earn more money 
I In their present fiscal year than dur¬ 
ing the last. The September net showed 
a guin of nearly half a million, and It 
Is stated that October will do much bet¬ 
ter. The St. Paul and Union Pacific, 
*’hlch are also great corn carriers, tell 
the same story of abounding prosper¬ 
ity. The same Is practically true of all 
the Western and Southern lines. Either 
these corporations which have been so 
wisely managed In the post are entirely 
mistaken In their views now' or else 
there will be no great Interruption In 
the present period of prosperity. Spec¬ 
ulators may tremble, but the tide of 
business Is rolling on with no sign of 
ebbing.

Iron Trade and General Business 

The boom In the iron and steel trade 
has disappointed the wiseacres who 
predicted a falling off In business with 
the approach of winter. Quite the re¬ 
verse has happened. A Pittsburg cor¬ 
respondent of the New York Journal of 
Commerce has the following very en¬ 
couraging statement to make of the 
activity of the trade: 

“The Iron market has gon*- contrary to 
ail predictions, and the situation to-dsy 
Is stronger In every way than It has been 
at any time this year. It Is generally 
conceded that the strike was a blessing 
In disguise to the United States 8;eel Cor¬ 
poration and to the general trade a<* well, 
but. granting that this is true, the enor¬ 
mous demand for Iron and steel of all 
kinds Is not the result of the strike, but 
of a consumption that Is much heavier 
tlmn the capacity of the mlHs to turn out 
material, and exploJns why every manu¬ 
facturer of Iron and steel Is now two to 
three months l**hlnd In hls ordi-rs. There

The correspondent goca on to say

ahead of the supply. Stocks of Iron 
have steadily decreased In the yards, 
and they are now practically bare. The 
thirty-five furnaces In the Pittsburg 
district are making 75.000 tons a week, 
and yet Pittsburg buys 50,000 tons a 
month In the Mahoning and Shenango 
valleys, while a good deal of foundry 
and mill iron is secured from the South. 
A leading Southern producer sold 15.000 
tons only a few days ago. A proposi¬ 
tion was made to advance prices fifty 
cents a ton, but conservative view* pre¬ 
vailed and consumption will not be re¬ 
strained In this manner. The Iron Age 
this week has a similar report of con¬ 
ditions. 

Statements of this sort are of a very 
different nature from the gloomy 
prognostications sent out daily from 
the New York Stock Exchange. It 
should be remembered that the rail¬ 
roads are the most skillfully managed 
of all our industrial enterprises, and 


most of them was characterized by 
great gallantry, and they deserved 
well of the reading public and of the 
country at large. In addition to this 
they have unlimited facilities for strik¬ 
ing back and for refuting not merely 
whut Is untruly said of themselves, but 
of exposing other blunders. Gen. Alger 
would have done well, therefore.

Great Britain No Financial Wreck. 

A good deal of mlspla^d sympathy 
Is being wasted upon England In the 
belief, or perhaps hope, that the Boer 
War has brought the nation to finan¬ 
cial ruin. Much more reasonable Is 
the attitude of one of the leading Ger¬ 
man newspapers which congratulated 
Great Britain the other day upon ihe 
ease with which idie Is carrying the 
South African War with an expenditure 
that has already reached J.700,000,000. It 
said this war would have ruined Ger¬ 
many or any other European nation, 
and the German editor was right. The 
British people would have irtade short 
work of a less Intractable enemy than 
the Boers, but what other European 
country could have manned and paid 
such armies and w’hose efforts would 
have been made on a rising scale all 
the time In spite of discouragement. 
John Bull has always been a staying 
fighter, and that he will continue fight¬ 
ing until. In Lord Milner** phrase, the 
Boer country Is burned out there Is 
hardly any doubt. 

M. Raffelovltcb, the noted economist, 
touched upon Great Britain** finance 
In hls annual publication recently Is¬ 
sued in Paris, and warned the world 
that It was not likely to go to the sec¬ 
ond place or stay there. Germany was 
a country that thought It could sup- 
plknt England In the markets of the 
world a couple or so of yearn ago. but 
though Germany has had no war she 
I* In a farworse Industrial and financial 
condition than the tight little Island 
across the channel. 


Mr. Borden's Print Cloth Fight. 

Mr. Matthew C. D. Borden, of Fall 
i River, Is carrying on a bull campaign 
• In print cloths with a vengeance. He 
i has twice made a 5 per cent. Increase 
In hls operatives* wages and ha* bid 
up the market for prim cloths from 2% 
cents to 3V* cents, and Is trying to buy 
more. Mr. Borden was shrewd enough 
to put everything he bud In black and 
white on the market as soon as Presi¬ 
dent McKinley died, and then he print¬ 
ed all the mourning goods that his 
work* could turn out. clearing up all 
hls surplus stocks at fine profits. He 
had remembered the great demand for 
mourning goods that followed Garfield's 
death and acted accordingly. It Is esti¬ 
mated thut 2,500,000 piece* of print 
cloths were diverted from their ordi¬ 
nary use for mourning purposes, and 
this removed the surplus which had 
been dragging down the textile morket 
for months. Conditions were then pro¬ 
pitious for the bull market and Mr. 
Borden undertook It. Ills efforts. In the 
opinion of other mill men, have been 
largely directed to bringing on a strike 
against hls competitors in order to s»*ll 
hls purchases. It Is said a strike would 
be worth 1250.000 a month to him while 
It lasted, but the new'* Is that this has 
been voted down by the unions for the 
present. 

It Is a curious state of affairs now 
prevailing at Fall River. Mr. Borden 
has bought a million pieces of prints 
and there Is talk of a comer, while oth¬ 
er manufacturers are pessimistic as to 
the future. If a strike had come his prof¬ 
its would have been Immense, and even 
without a strike he has got decidedly 
the upper hand of hls competitors. 
Whatever hls motives he has succeeded 
In imparting new* life to the textile 
manufacturing situation. It Is to be 
hoped he reads the future better than 
other manufacturers and that the whole 
textile market will soon be prosperous. 
In that case there will be no one to suc¬ 
cessfully impugn his motives. 


Gen. Alger's Book. 

Job's expressed desire that his ad¬ 
versary had written a hook has puzzled 
the critics not a little, but Gen. Alger 
probably understands It by this time. 
If he requires any further lessons, how¬ 
ever. Richard Harding Davis is willing 
to supply the tuition, but It will not be 
gratuitous. 

It w-as a bold Idea of Gen. Alger to 
undertake to write the history of the 
Spanlsh-Amerlcan War. He was not 
selected for Secretary of War at a time 
when war was expected, or the choice 
might have fallen on some one else. 
Bui the outbreak of hostilities found 
him In office and he w’as allowed to 
remain. His connection with the war 
was not generally considered ns having 
been very masterly, even by those who 
were w-ell disposed toward him, w’hile 
hls enemies charged him with having 
been responsible for much that ought 
not to have been done and the omission 
of much more that should have been 
done. This Is putting It very mildly. 
When he retired from the war office 
he naturally curried with him a good 
deul of resentment against hls critics. 
The notion that he could get even with 
thorn by writing a history was a griev¬ 
ous mistake. Perhaps he expected that 
this history would huve a sort of official 
character and would be accepted as 
the most authentic account of what 
wns done In the struggle. 

A tolerably comprehensive knowledge 
of how history* Is made w r ould have 
satisfied Gen. Alge- that Its decisions 
cannot be forestalled by the Intrusion 
of Interested parties anxious to make 
the best possible case for themselves. 
The writing of history that will last 
Is a slow and laborious process, and a 
good deal of sifting goes on before the 
pure grains of truth are separated from 
the chaff Of this we have hud nn lm. 
presslve lesson In th Hchley Inquiry, 
though that.wns not needed tc estab¬ 
lish the correctness of the general prin¬ 
ciple. 

No doubt the temptation to throw’ a 
few stones at the men who had thrown 
some at him was very strong. **a 
book's a book, although there’s nothing 
Int It." and Gen. Alger had clearly a 
right to make one. He was a part of 
the history of the war. though whether 
as an aid or as an Impediment to the 
cause of his country is a point concern¬ 
ing which there are two opinions. He 
thought It a good way to vindicate him¬ 
self and to construct a pillory for hls 
enemies. Nevertheless, he would have 
been wiser hud he refrained. 

One of the great mistakes made by 
Gen. Alger ms an author w’as bis vicious 
attack upon the w'ar correspondents 
They were by no me M ns responsible 
for the conduct of the war, though they 
w*re a good deal nearer to It than 
was Gen. Alger himself and knew 
much more at first hand of what hap¬ 
pened on the field than the Secretary 
of War. Besides, the conduct of the

Foreign whlfo 
males of voting age show an increased 
proportion In all New England, except 
Vermont. There has been a relative 
decrease In all of the remaining States 
and Territories except New Jersey. A 
little over 28 per cent, of thc entiro 
alien population of the country In Illit¬ 
erate. This Is notably so in Louisiana, 
where they constitute nearly one-lmlf 
of the aliens. The statistics show that 
the average number of persons to each 
potential voter range from 3.1 to 3.5 in 
the North Atlantic States; 3.4 to 3.6 In 
the North Central States; 4 to 4.4 per¬ 
sons to each potential voter In the 
South Central States; from 3.3 to 4.7 In 
the South Atlantic States: from 2.4 lo 
4.1 In the Western States, and 1.7 to 
1.9 In Alaska and Hawaii.

m m ARVIN HART may be a sick 
man, but h© did not show It 

I * \ last night. Toward th© clo©© 
L 1 of th© tenth round of a very 
Interesting fight at Music Hall the local 
champion knocked out Jack Beauscholte, 
of Chicago, after giving the Windy City 
middleweight a terrific punching. 

Hart should hove won much earlier In 
the contest, but h© laughed nnd "kidded" 
along during most of the bout, and final¬ 
ly clipped Beauscholte with a right hook 
to th© Jaw. after the latter was weak 
and enfeebled by right and left smashes 
to th© ribs and stomach. 

As was stated, Hart does not look like a 
sick man. but lost night, for some In¬ 
explicable reason, he appeared a llttU 
slow, and seemed to lack Ills usual driv¬ 
ing power. However, Beauscholte*© gu me* 
ness and ability to withstand punishment 
caused Hart considerable trouble. Hart 
once or twice looked considerably worried, 
but Beauscholte seemed to lack hitting 
ability, and finally si^ccumbed to Ins su¬ 
perior. 

Beauscholte Is a very clever boxer. As 
a boxer, he far outclasses Hart, but the 
local boy can hit like a mule’s kick, and 
while th© Chicago boxer took all he had 
to give, he could not last long enough 
nor hit hard enough to land th© winner 
end of the punch. 

A good many people "knocked" on Hart, 
They claim ho Is awkward; that b© is not 
clever, nnd all that, but he has won all 
his fights, and results usually count with 
sporting people as well as others. They 
have "bung his number" ©v<ry time he 
has started, and that la sufficient. 

Th© show was given by the Empire 
Athletic Club, of which Henry C. Dlckln 
Is manager, and It was on© of th© best 
boxing entertainments ever held In Mua.c 
Hall. Ho has Hart under contract to 
fight before his club until next June, and 
an long aa Hart wins he will hav© large 
crowds to sc© his show.

Police Force From Grand 
Jury’s Attack. 


CHIEF GUNTHER IS SURPRISED. 


PUT FOUR KEEN IN CITIZENS* 
CLOTHES AT JURY’S COM¬ 
MAND. 


DENIES SOME CHARGES. 


Report Declnres That No Effort Is 
Made To Stop Open Gambling. 


CONDEMNS ALL-NIGHT SALOONS. 


Chief of Police Gunther believes the 
police force has been done an injustice 
by the report of the October grand Jury, 
which accuses the members of the force 
with neglecting their duty In putting 
An end to alleged open gambling and 
devoting their attention to petty cases, 
where the offenders are not influential. 

"Every assistance in the power of the 
police force," said Col. Gunther last 
night, "was placed at the disposal of 
the Investigating Committee from the 
grand Jury, and I cannot understand 
why th© report submitted this after¬ 
noon should contain a bitter attack on 
us. The chnrge«that 1 sent only police¬ 
men in full uniform to houses where 
games of chance were known to have 
been in progress Is not true. The com¬ 
mittee nsk?d me for men. and I put 
four men In citizens' clothes at their 
disposal. They visited the various 
places several times and finally sent in 
their report to me that nothing could 
be discovered. There was nothing else 
that could be done. 

"One of these men was asked to 
blacken hts face and put on false whis¬ 
kers. This he refused, as he hud the 
full right to do. 

"The report declares that no effort Is 
made to catch prominent men who vio¬ 
late the law. but that all petty offend¬ 
ers are ferreted out "and given the full 
extent of the law. The case the report 
refers to Is that of Taylor and Kast. 

*T was at supper when I heard of it 
and I at once sent men to Investigate. 
They reported that they could And no 
evidence of an assault, and had been 
told by men who saw the argument 
that Hast had not assaulted Taylor and 
had Inflicted no serious injury. After 
alt this, we had Kast arrested. The 
<a«e was set for the Police Court and 
was called early In the morning. The 
police certainly had nothing to do with 
fixing the time. There were not enough 
witnesses to go on with the case, and It 
was continued. 

"As for catching petty thieves at 
once What are we going to do? Let 
them go at large? 1 am perfectly sat¬ 
isfied that the force has done Its full 
duty. It seems to me that there must 
be politics back of such sweeping 
chArgcs when the facts show' thnt we 
helped the grand Jury to the best of 
our ability." 

While the report Is chiefly taken up 
with Its severe criticism of the police, 
the letting of certain contracts for 
county roads Is censured and the neces¬ 
sity for a new Jail Is strongly urged. 
"AU-nlght saloons are condemned and 
the enforcement of the Sunday law is 
utged."

The report Is as follows: 

Louisville. Ky.. Nov. 1. 1901 —To the Hon. 
orable Judge at the Jrfferson Circuit 
Court: The October grand Jury, having 
tin.shed the work assigned to It a*» far as 
possible, begs to report through its fore- 
man th«t It has Inw-rtigHted about 100 
oases, and records due acknowledgment 
for the efficient assistance rendered by 
yourself, tho Common wealth’s Attorney 
and the other officers of your court. 

CVmtmfttt**s were appointed from our 
number to visit several of the different 
public Institutions. These commutes vie- 
ited the County Poorhouse the City Ho*, 
pltal. the School o-f Reform, the City 
Workhouse and the Alinehou^e and found 
the institutions well kept, and everything 
Jn apparently good condition, excepting 
the plumbing at the City Hospital, which, 
we understand, is to be replaced by new 
and improved plumbing at an early date.

ability In ferreting and discovering crime 
from the Slightest clew, and Arresting the 
culprit. In cases where the charge te lar¬ 
ceny. mallclou* nseault or petty offense, 
and the offender belongs to the class that 
is without position, influence or money; 
hut in many oases. If mo offender is not 
of these daas<e. he may raiely expect to 
remain unknow n to the "sworn guaidlans" 
of our city, and to be unmolested, unices 
private citizen* assume the position of de¬ 
tective. 

Some instances may be object lessons 
to this court and to the public, as they 
were to the grand Jury. A set of harness 
was stolen during the night. The owner 
discovered the loss an 1 reported it to the 
police at 7 o’clock the r.• xt morning. The 
thief wa# then unkn wo, but at 9 o'clock 
he was in custody w.th rh stolen prop¬ 
erty tn his possession. 

A man wus assault'd in September 
w th a stone's throw of the office of the 
Chief of Police. Some of the ne mbers 
of the police force were present. Several 
in the crowd knew who committed tho 
assault, but the police W'ere so utterly 
ignorant of the offender that no .rn-cet 
was made. The next day there was a vig¬ 
orous outcry against the Inefficiency of 
the police. Then they made an nrrest and 
presented the prisoner In the City Court 
the following day. His case was called 
very early, hut was ifcr.mlssed on account 
of the absence of witnesses. 

• • • 

Gambling Indulged Openly. 

Nearly every citizen who Is at all ac¬ 
quainted with the city can give the loca¬ 
tion of houses where gambling, pool-sell¬ 
ing, lottery offices and crap-shootlng are 
conducted. Tho negroes and whites ad¬ 
dicted to the vicious habit of gambling, 
and who have but little money to Indulge 
tn this luxury, are fully conversant with 
these places, but the police officers can 
find no evidence whatever that the games 
are going on. That they are openly con¬ 
ducted Is evidenced by the fart that dur¬ 
ing this month two white tnen and two 
negroes In one night visited four places 
where crap games* were In operation. They 
were admitted without question, and play¬ 
ed in the game. Within a block of one 
place they rnet the officers of that best, 
but no officer questioned by us could give 
any Information whatever on the subject 
of gambling. 

Some lottery offices were unofficially 
located to the members of our body. These 
locations were given to the Chief of Po¬ 
lice. In his report to us several days later 
he told of hte having sent the policeman 
of that beat in full uniform to the desig¬ 
nated places, and the m**n found were not 
engaged In any form of gambling or lot¬ 
tery selling. 

Why the city should maintain 319 po¬ 
licemen at an annual expenditure of near¬ 
ly $275,000 and receive from them such a 
burlesque performance of duty 1* not easi¬ 
ly understood. Wa do not apply this criti¬ 
cism to every one on the force, but to the 
heads of departments and to tho*c imme¬ 
diately connected wGh these cases we do 
apply It tn the strongest terms.

Stone at $1 07 per cubic yard ha* been 
put on roads, when fine gravel could have 
been had for the cost of hauling, at from 
50 cents to 75 cents per yard. With gui 
mites of roads In this county, which sooner 
or later should be rnacadamlz.il, it will 
take but a slight sum per mile, unjustly 
expended, to use the entire road fund 
without adequate return to the taxpayers.

Pianos, Barrels of Flour nnd Other 
Useful Things Are Captured. 


CONTEXT.—The brethren of Joseph, 
after the affecting Interview described In 
last lesson, returned to Canaan to report 
to their father all that they had seen and 
heard. They took with them wagons for 
the removal of Jacob and sufficient corn 
for Immediate use. On arriving in 
Egypt the patriarch was presented to 
Pharaoh and by him assigned to Goshen 
as had been previously arranged. The 
events of the years following are not 
recorded—probably there was no occur¬ 
rence deserving special mention. Ten 
years after his migration Jacob took 
sick, and, after blessing his sons and 
giving instruction concerning hi* burial, 
departed this Mfe. The body wa* em¬ 
balmed and then borne with reverent 
pomp to Canaan and laid In the cave of 
Macpelah, which Abraham purchased 
for a burying place. The long proces¬ 
sion then returned to Egypt. Jcscp h and 
hia hrethren and their numerous eecnrt. 
No one seemed disposed to change resi¬ 
dence from the land which had furnish¬ 
ed hospitable relief during the famine. 


had done all in their power to make 
amends for their course, and he met 
their approach with n generous and 
noble response. He first quieted their 
fears and then ussured them for the 
present he had a Divine prerogative 
for pardon. He could release them from 
censure (Dcut. xxxlt., 35). Immediately 
then he ascended to that lofty place In 
which, on their former Interview, as 
they came to buy grain. (Gen. xlw, 5) he 
had considered their action a* a part of 
God's arranged plan for the good of 
the household. Next came his promise, 
followed by brotherly words not re¬ 
garded In which he comforted them. 
His kind speech was soothing to the 
troubled men. 

POSTERITY.—(Verses 22 and 23). The 
life of a patriarch wa* not self-ogtitered. 
Its blessing* were not all personal and 
present. There was ever a look into the 
future, and an earnest tanging for chil¬ 
dren nnd for their welfare. (Psalm 
xc.. 16). If American* build estate*, the 
Hebrews raised families. To be blessed 
wt:h a numerous posterity wtis one of 
the most exalted honor* It Is prob¬ 
able that this characteristic was the re¬ 
sult of Messianic promises and hopes. 
(Gen. xvil.. 7). The sketch of Joseph’s 


DISTRUST (Verse 15).—The changed , career would, therefore, do him injus- 


condltlons awakened apprehension#. The 
men who had dealt so meanly with their 
youngest brother years before could nut 
dismiss from their minds the thoughts 
of their ill-desert. Whatever of unde¬ 
served kindness had been magnanimt u#- 
ly shown toward them was interpreted 
as the result of a son's regard for his 
father and for the family which that 
father represented. But now that Ja¬ 
cob was dead and burled they assumed 
that Joseph's feelings and attitude 
w«»uld be changed. They expected that 
his interest In them would decline, that 
a measure of resentment, so long held 
In abeyance, would be revived, and that 
he would visit upon them a Just pun¬ 
ishment for their behavior. As is gener¬ 
ally the case with bad men they sup¬ 
posed that Joseph wa* like themselves, 
subject to the same likes and dislikes. 
Hence, the ten brother* were found 
classing themselves together as fearful 
of their mighty relative, who no longer 
seemed to be near and dear to them. 

PARDON (Verses 16 and 17) —They 
knew, however, that there was but one 
proper course for them to pursue. It 
was utterly useless for them to combine 
and Intrigue. They were at the mercy 
of Joseph. He could do with them what¬ 
soever he pleased. Their property and 
their live* were absolutely in his hands. 
They must, therefore, if possible, con¬ 
ciliate him, and this they attempted In 
a very wise way. They appointed a 
messenger, a spokesman, probably one 
of their own number, to make repre¬ 
sentations for them. Hr- went with due 
humiliation and confession. There was 
not the slightest effort to extenuate thrtr 
fault. They acknowledged It In a manly 
manner (I. John l„ 9). They had learned 
so much of the laws of spiritual in¬ 
tercourse. and on the ground of that 
confession they asked to lie forgiven. 
They did not leave the case, however, 
without Influence. They presented two 
Important considerations. They railed 
themselves the servants of Ctad. making 
appeal In this way to Josephs piety, 
and they declared that their beloved 
father had directed them to sue for par¬ 
don. Joseph wept while they spoke to 
him. ^ 

REVERENCE. —(Verse 18.) Nor did 
they pause with confession of ?ln. or 
pruyer for pardon or the presentation 
of motives. The case was so desperate 
that they resorted to the most extreme 
measure* to gain their end. They fell 
down before Joseph’s face and wor¬ 
shiped him. as well they might He 
was more than brother to them—he was 
the ruler of Egypt, nnd it wa* eminent- 
ly proper that they should show all due I 
reverence. Besides, he had manifest- 1 
ed a noble spirit toward them as a ben¬ 
efactor. and It Is a low and sordid na¬ 
ture that does nut return gratitude for 
favor* received. They said, “we be thy 
servants." Implying that they owed all 
to him and consecrated themselves to 
do hi* bidding. Only they craved, as 
the highest of all favors, that he would 
absolve them from the offense of th« 
years tang past and look upon them 
irraelously. Th 1 * was by no means a 
painful or humiliating act—It was evi¬ 
dently spontaneous and hearty. And 
what wa* particularly noteworthy It 
wns a complete fulfillment of what 
Joseph had «e*n in hi* dream, (Gen. 
xxxvli.. 7) for which they had hated 

h *COMFORT.—(Verses 19 to 2D Wilt I

tlce and would be untrue »to oriental 
life unless It Included some account of 
his children. He had two sons. Ephraim 
and Manasseh. whom Jacob adopted, 
and (Gen. xlvilL. 6) whose posterity In¬ 
herited large portions of land In the 
settlement of Canaan after the con¬ 
quest. These son* had sons and grand¬ 
sons horn w'hlle Joseph was yet living, 
so that he saw the third generation, and 
In his old age the little ones were the 
objects of special regard, being held 
upon his knee with paternal affectlon. 
Thls was part of his reward for hia 
piety. (Pro. xvll., 6.) 

PLEDGE. (Verses 24 and 25.)—At the 
age of one hundred and ten year* 
Joseph saw that his life was hastening 
to it* close, and he made ready for his 
departure. It was then that he gave 
the highest possible proof of his loyalty 
to his i^eople and of hia faith in God. 
He was unwilling to be classed among 
the Egyptian*, although for eighty l 
years (Gen. xil., 46) he had held Govern- j 
ment position and received honors and 
emoluments. He claimed 111* place 
among the descendants of Abraham and 
his share In the promises of the cov¬ 
enant. Hr held Canaan in his heart a* 
hi* home, and belived that God would 
call the c hosen people thither and settle 
them there according to His word. (Gen. 
rill.. 15-16.) lie desired to go Into his¬ 
tory a* one of the father* of Israel, 
rather than aa a prince in Egypt, to 
have hte name associated with the glory 
of that unfolding plan by which the 
world wa* to be benefited. Hence, he 
took an oath of his people that they 
would carry up hi* remains for burial 
In that land of promise. 

COFFIN. (Verse 26.)—Till* dying re¬ 
quest of Joseph was kept. Tho«e who 
gathered about him In the last mo¬ 
ments were faithful to their pledge, 
glad. In all probabiiuy, to claim the 
precious remain* a* their own, and to 
Inscribe the name of this great and 
good man upon the long roll of the Il¬ 
lustrious dead who had adorned :he 
page* of their annate The body was 
embalmed, a* was that of Jacob (Gen. 

1.. 2). that it might he preserved against 
decay. In that early time the process 
of Yteeplng the bodies of the deceased, 
and especially of distinguished person*, 
had been carried to perfection, and It 
was Introduced Into I*rael. (II. Chron. 
xvi.. 14) and observed for centuries 
afterward. (Mark xvl.. 1.) As a further 
mark of respect the embalmed body wa* 
put into a o»ffln. Only persons of high 
stutton received this honor. Mn#t peo¬ 
ple were swathed In linen and laid 
away, a* was our Lord. (Matt, xxvll.. 
6o.) That coffin wa* then deposited In 
th%> chamber of death, there to remain 
until two centuries after It was carried 
up to Canaan a* something precioua. 
(Exodua xlH . 19.) 

CONCLUSION.—With thi* lesson ends 
our present study of the career and 
character of Joseph. We have had af¬ 
fecting view* of his piety. Hi* high 
<vmee of hollncM, the strong claim* of 
Justice and the right* *‘f hospitality pre¬ 
served his purity. His fidelity to hi* 
master was strongly marked, and Gera9 
approbation caused whatever he 
prosper. A* a slave, ft prisoner in the 
dung? n, or a Urlme Minister—in every 
position he gave uniform proof of hte 
goodness nnd ability. HI* magnanimity 
toward hi* brethren and his generous 
rare of hte *ged father were among the 
most beautiful of all the events of hi* 
life, showing that high *Ut!on did not 
corrupt hi* heart or alien ate him from 
th<«s© who were of his own blood. Above 
all, his heat qualitle* wore displayed In 
the closing of Wfe. when he re* 

fused, like the gn*t lawgiver <H©b xi., 
24). to 1m* called an Egyptian.

Was April 1. 


DIFFERSFROMOTHERS. 


SAID HE WENT TO “TREAT" OF¬ 
FICER CAHILL. 


CAHILL GOT NO DRINK. 


Claimed To Have Been Playing Sol¬ 
itaire In Shanty, But No Cards 
Were Found. 


GOOD CASE AGAINST PRISONER. 


The Commonwealth yesterday com¬ 
pleted its css* again*! George Hanlon, 
charged with murder, and Hanlon came 
forward with his testimony to try to 
break down the case. 

The evidence of the Commonwealth 
was strong In every thread It was well 
knit together by the careful work of 
Commonwealth’* Attorney S. S. Blitz 
and Mr. Norton L. Goldsmith, and when 
Mr. Blit* said that the Commonwealth 
closed there were enveloping threads of 
strong evidence about Hanlon. 

Hanlon's testimony was. on the whole, 
unsatisfactory. Mr. J. T O'Neal, with 
bis customary skill, led him here and 
there through the fatal hours of the 
early part of the night of April 1 Han¬ 
lon told his story in a way hastily, but 
with many long, tedious and irrelevant 
digressions. 

The first salient point In his testimony 
was that while he had walked down 
BJxth street to Broadway with Corporal 
Richterkessing he did not stop a mo¬ 
ment at the corner, but turned without 
stopping and went out Broadway to 
Fifth street. Against this Is the testi¬ 
mony of Arthur Peter and others, who 
have testified that they saw two officers 
standing and talking on the southwest 
corner of Sixth and Broadway about 
7:45 p. m.. the time practically agreed 
upon by both sides as the time when 
the two officers reached the comer. 

The other specially significant point 
In Hanlon's testimony was the cause 
of his absence from his beat from the 
time of the murder until almost an 
hour afterwards. His explanation was, 
as outlined by one of his attorneys. 
Mr. Merrit O'Neal, in making the de¬ 
fense's opening statement, that he had 
gone to Third and Avery streets—the 
monument—to find Officer Cahill In 
order to •'treat*’ him In reciprocation 
for prior treats on Cahill's part. 

Mr. Blitz's cross-examination of Han¬ 
lon was especially able. There was no 
breaking down of the testimony in way 
j>f confusing the witness. Mr. B11U 
signally succeeded in bringing into 
strong relief the contradictions in Han. 
Ion's testimony and the evidence of 
other witnesses, and in portraying In 
the brightest light the strange motive 
of Hanlon In leaving his beat—to go 
from Sixth and Broadway to Third and 
Avery streets to reciprocate “treats.'* 

• • • 

Hanlon the Only Witness. 

Hanlon was the only witness intro¬ 
duced yesterday by the defense, and 
they have numbers of them. It Is said, 
especially as to character. Judge 
Barker was on the point, when court 
was adjourned about 6 p. m.. to order 
a night session, but he deferred to the 
wishes of the counsel for the defense. 
He, however, said that be would not 
keep the Jury over Sunday, and this 
will probably result to-day In a night 
session. 

The trial will be resumed this morn¬ 
ing at 8:30 o’clock. 

The court opened In the morning with 
the usual packed house. Hanlon came 
Into court cleanly shaven, as usual, but 
his face showed clearly that be realized 
that serious work was ahead of him. 

Martin Hall, a night watchman at the 
Itoulsvllle and Nashville yards, was the 
first witness for the Commonwealth. 
He was walking west on the north side 
of Broadway, between Center and Sixth 
streets, when he heard a shot and saw 
•moke on the southeast corner of Sixth 
•treet and Broadway. 

*T saw a figure disappearing oui 
Sixth on the east side and a man (Offi¬ 
cer McCanllfTe) angling over from the 
brthwest corner. 1 noticed a woman 
"coming out frem the shadow Of UM 
synagogue on Broadway.*' 

Hall said In response to a question 
from Mr. O’Neal that a person on Sixth 
•treet (north of Broadway, where Ilat- 
tb* Buscy. the negro woman was) could 
•rc- (>ersons on the southeast corner. 

Belle Pace colored, was an effective 
witness for the Commonwealth. She 
•aid that she was a domestic in the 
family of Mr. J. W, Vreeland, 1800 
Fourth avenue. She came on a ear 
from his house to go to her home and 
left the car at Fourth avenue and 
Broadway 

“I walked to Fifth and mailed some 
letters. While crossing to the box at 
Fifth, I heard a shot. It seemed to 
come from Sixth. After I mailed my 
letters.I heard something like a stumble 
or a foot striking a stone. 1 looked out 
Fifth and saw an officer come out of 
the alley between Fifth and Sixth and 
disappear In the opposite alley.’* 

William Barrett, a motnrman on the 
Fourth-avenue line, testified that he 
knew- Hanlon, and that on the night of 
April 1 Hanlon, while running on York 
street hailed his car. which was south¬ 
bound. and boarded It. Th** car was 
due there at 8:06 p. m. and was not 
late. Barrett last noticed that Hanlon 
wms on his car at Breckinridge street. 
• • * 

Tracing Hanlon's Movements. 

The testimony from this on was a 
tra« mg of Hanlon’s movements from 
the time he left the ear at Fourth ave¬ 
nue and Avery street until he was 
locked In Jail on the charge of murder. 

James O'Brien. lh** barkeeper at Mike 
Tierney** saloon. Fourth avenue and 
Avery street, said that Hanlon came 
Into the saloon between 8:10 and 8:15 p. 
m and drank, treating several. 

Charles Meyer corroborated O'Brien. 

Fred W. Bender testified that he was 
at Third and D streets between 8 and 
8.20 p. m. and that he saw Hanlon walk 
ra»t Col. Huager's residence. He stal¬ 
ed that Sergt. Wales* residence was 
nbout 100 feet from this point One the¬ 
ory of the prosecution u that Hnulon 


had gone to carry out alleged ill feeing 
cn these officers. 

Richard Hayes and Charles Hoertz. 
who were with Bender, saw an officer, 
as he stated, but did not know’ that It 
W'as H&nlcn. 

Officer Conrad Day stated that he 
saw Hanlon about 8:2G p. in. coming 
out of an alley between Third street 
and Fourth avenue. Thev met. und 
Hanlon treated him In Philip Meyers’ 
saloon, which Is on this block. 

Philip Meyers said that Hanlon and 
Day came Into his saloon about 8:20 p. 
m. and had a drink 

Officer John Cahill, who was station¬ 
ed at the monument on the night of the 
murder, said that he met Hanlon at 
Fourth avenue and York street between 
8:30 and 8:40 o’clock p. m. 

“He asked me what I was doing, and 
I said: 

" ‘Why. Corporal Richterkessing has 
been killed at Sixth and Broadway.’ 

*' 'The - you say. It's the first I 

have heard of It.' 

" They say some negro did It.’ 

• • • 

Did Not Ask Cahill To Drink. 
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" ‘That's on my beat. I Just left him 
at 8:30.'*’ 

“Did he ask you to take a drink?’* 
asked Mr. Goldsmith. 

“No.” 

“Did he say that he had been looking 
for you?’* 

“No." 

“Did he tell you that he had been on 
your beat?'* 

"No." 

“Did he owe you any treats?'* 

“No." 

Ed Gravies, the bartender at Sixth 
and York streets, said that Hanlon 
came Into the saloon about 8.45 or 9 
o’clock p. m. 

“Some one asked him if he had found 
out anything about the murder. He 
said that Cahill had just told him about 
It. and that was his first Information. 
He had a drink and usked for Officer 
Barry. He was asked to play a g-irne 
of cards and said that he had time, but 
he did not play. He was in a good 
humor.’* 

“He was still In a Jolly good humor 
after having learned of the murder?" 
asked Mr. Blitz. 

“Yes.’' 

Russell Brown, who was In Tierney’s 
saloon when Hanlon came In, said that 
Hanlon, on being asked about the mur¬ 
der, stated that he had been playing 
cards In the shanty. In an alley be¬ 
tween York street and Broadway and 
Third street and Fourth avenue. 

“Hanlon then said: 

“ 'That happened on my beat. I am 
liable to be called up for this. 1 must 
moke n report.” 

Walter Smith corroborated the testi¬ 
mony of the two previous witnesses. 

Charles Gravtss, the proprietor of the 
grocery and saloon at Sixth and York 
streets, testified that Hanlon came to 
his place on the morning of April i And 
that In response to a question—how he 
felt—said: 

”1 am sore. I had a notion of resign¬ 
ing this morning. They an* always 

after me. I’ll get even with the-- 

yet.’’ 

• • t* 

Could Not Find Hanlon. 


Capt. Tom Maher was the next wit¬ 
ness. He heard of the murder shortly 
before 8 o’clock p. m. at the Central 
Station. 

“I ordered out the patrol wagon and 
took all the police at headquarters, and 
we went to Sixth street and Broad¬ 
way." 

Capt. Maher was not allow*ed to state 
the orders given for hunting Hanlon. 

“I found Richterkessing* body lying 
on the crossing. A large crowd had 
assembled. 1 saw and talked tu Isaac 
Black and Annie Hatchett. Mr. Alfred 
Selllgmau told me about thorn. Other 
officers and myself searched for Han¬ 
lon on his beat, but we did not find 
him. I looked in a shanty, but found 
no cards." 

Capt. Maher then told of his talk 
with Hanlon at the Central Police Sta¬ 
tion after his arrest. 

“Col. Haager had talked to him, and 
he then asked me to see Hanlon. 1 
went In the room where he was. and 
said: 

** 'George, It looks like you are up 
against It.' 

•’ ’Against what?' 

** ‘You are suspected of killing Rich¬ 
terkessing.* 

“ ’Pshaw’! There’s no truth In It.’ 

” ’George, a colored boy told me that 
you did It.* 

“ ’It’s not so.* 

•* Where were you?’ 

•• *1 was In the shanty playing soli¬ 
taire.’ A „ 

“’Why did you not make your 8 30 
post?* 

** *1 Just didn’t make it. 

"Hanlon said that he left Richter¬ 
kessing at Sixth and Broadway and 
went east to Fifth: that he then went 
up Fifth to York and then to an alley 
between Third and Fourth; that ho 
went down the alley to a shanty. He 
said that he left there about 9 O’clOk 
and went to Breckinridge. He claimed 
to have talked to some woman on the 
way but did not know who she was. 

Officer Jerry J. Camozxi testified that 
Hanlon had said to him about a week 
before the murder. 

“I got fined three days by the board. 
1 was told that th* next would be my 
last. 1 won’t go up again. The next 
time I get in trouble I’ll get In good. 

Judge Barker excluded this testimony 
as the mentioned report for dereliction 
of duty was by Sergeant Wales 
Officer Klnnarney gav.- eorm- imma¬ 
terial testimony as to the cartridges 
found on Hanlon. . . 

Col Haager testified that Ire talked 
with Hanlon at the Central station aft^r 
hie arrest. w 

“I went Into the nwin where he was. 
We were alone and l said 
•* ’Gt?orgv, where* have you been for 
the last h«>ur or hour and a half?’ 
•••Walking my beat.’ 

" ’No. you haven’t, because we have 
been nil over your beat ami coulil n vt 
find you.’ 

•• ’I was walking my beat. 

’* ’George.’ I said. ’RJchterkessItig bn* 
been assassinated and you re suspect¬ 
ed. It locks black for you. and unfc~* 
you make some explanation 1 will have 
to put the charge of murder against 
you.* 

“’I’ll not explnin to you. D*u are no 
friend of mine,’ was his reply. 

"I then told him Chat I had tolerated 
a great many acts of his and that he 
must give me an explanation 
• • • 

No Talk With Haager. 

*i have no talk for you. I was 
walking my beat.* he replied 
’* ’All right,* 1 said, ’consider yourself 

under arrest.’ 

•*I then got Capt. Muher and Capt. 
Schneider to talk to him and when 
they reported that they could get noth¬ 
ing out of him I placed him uncter ar- 
r**t on the charge of murder.” 

Col. Haager said that he examined 
Hanlon's revolver. 

•*j smelted the barrel and there was 
the odor of fre«hly burned powder 
There were also traces of powder in the 
barrel. There were six cartridges in the 
revolver. Four were dirty and two u ?re 
bright, one brighter than the other 
Court was ndjourned aft this point for 
dinner. 

• • • 

Corroborates Isaac Black. 

Mr. Alfred Selligman was the first 
witness on the reassembling, and he 
furnished strong backng to that Im¬ 
portant witness, Isaac Black, and also 
Annie Hatchett. 

"I was in the Sixth-street Syoagugu 
at ten or fifteen minutes to 8. I h<*ard 
the report of a shot. I went on the 
street and when I reached the southeast 
corner of Sixth and Broadway I saw 
Richterkessing lying dead in the Ktre t 
Three or four people were present a k 1 
Others were approaching. Isaac Black 
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and the Hatchett woman were there 
and gave me Information, MolTVe Baker 
was also there. I gave this information 
to Capt. Muher. From what I was told 
the suspi* ion rested on an officer. I 
noticed that you could plainly see a pri¬ 
son on the northeast and southwest 
corners, but not on the northwest cor¬ 
ner," 

Sergeant J M. Adams testified that he 
went to First street and Broadway, 
where Hanlon should tmve made his 
post at 8:30. 

“I waited until 8:33, but Hanlon did 
not show up." 

Mr. Kd Tierney, a member of the 
Board of Public Safety, testified as to 
reports made against HUnlon by Rkh- 
terkess'ng. There w'*re three of these 
reports for missing his pos:—Februa:y 
9 and August 14, 1900; February 11, 
1901.’’ 

Henry Martin, the father-in-law of 
Richterkessing. was the Common¬ 
wealth's last witness 

He w as handed Richterkewsing's over¬ 
coat. which he Identified and tbe bul¬ 
let hole In the rear of the collar was 
clearly seen-. 

“Have you done anything with the 
cost?" 

-"Ter, I washed it. It whs bloody."

After a f**w momenta of ccmsultation 
on the jwtrt of the attorneys, Mr. J. T. 
O’Neal said:

Hnnlon Takes the Stand. 

“Mr. Hanlon, please take the stand." 

The accused came forward with head 
erect and walking with it quick step. 
H«* was carrying a heavy load, and his 
face showed It. Mr. O'Neal handled 
him gently and with the greatem. 
suavity. Hanlon gave his age as forty- 
one—born In Loulsvltlc, November 12. 
1859, on Franklin street, between Shelby 
and Campbrll—and said that he was a 
married man with a family. 

"My beat." said Hanlon, "was from 
First to Sixth and Broadway to Ken¬ 
tucky. My superior officer in April was 
Corporal Rk-hterkesslng. I had known 
him since May 1, 1900. 

"On April 1 1 inot Cortmr.il Richter¬ 
kessing at Sixth and Kentucky at 7.30 
p. m. We walked at once north on 
Sixth. We talked of the topics of the 
day and among other things the match 
between Root end Hart When we 
reached Broadway, I said 

"'Are you going up the street ' 

“Corporal Richterkessing replied In ] 
the negative, and I. without pausing. | 
went east on Broad army to Fifth. I 
met some one at the corner and also on 
Fifth, near York." 

Mr. O’Neal Interrupted Hanlon's ! 
story by asking: 

“Did any unfriendly word pass be¬ 
tween you and Richlerkf-sslng " 

"None, und I had no thought of one." 

Mr. O'Neal then took Hanlon back to I 
the walk on Sixth street. 

"Did you inset any one when with 
Rich terkv ss i ng ?' ’ 

"Yes. Officer Jturry. just north <>f 
York.

1 had 
some drinks there—treating some |ho- 
ple. I then got on a Fourth-avenue car 
nnd rode to York street, where I met 
Otllcer Cahill." 

"Were you hunting Col. Haager when 
'ou went to the monument?”

JUDGE PAYNTER’S DECISION. 


OVERRULES MOTION TO DIS¬ 
SOLVE THE ORDER. 


RIGHTS OF RfVAL CONCERNS. 


Poles of Frankfort Avenue Need Not 
Be Cut Off. But Cross Arras 
Must Not Interfere 


WITH HOME COMPANY’S WIRES. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
Chief Justice Paynter. of the Court of 
Appeals, this afternoon passed on the 
motion made before him several days 
ugo to dismiss an Injunction granted 
by Judge Barker, of the Jefferson Cir¬ 
cuit Court, to the Louisville Home Tel¬ 
ephone Company against the Cumber¬ 
land Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany. In which it was held that the lat¬ 
ter company did not have the exclusive 
use of one side of a street, overruling 
the motion, bill modifying the injunc¬ 
tion. He enjoins the Cumberland Com¬ 
pany from placing Its cross-arms In 
sucli proxlmfty to the ten and one-half- 
foot space below the top of the Home 
Company’s poles as will Interfere with 
Its use of that space, and he modifies 
the injunction so as not to require the 
Cumberland Company at this time to 
cut off the tops of its poles, saying that 
that matter can be determined on final 
hearing of the case, which will now be 
heard on Its merits. 

In his opinion, a full copy of which 
Is herewith given, the Chief Justice did 
not touch on the Interesting point pre¬ 
sented by D. W. Falrlelgh. who made 
the motion and argument for rh« Cum¬ 
berland Company. Mr. Falrlelgh at¬ 
tacked the franchise of the Louisville 
Home Company, declaring It to be what 
the noted daw-writer. Thompson, desig¬ 
nated as a tramp corporation. He 
charged that its incorporators, all Ken¬ 
tuckians, had gone to Delaware to in¬ 
corporate under the laws of that State 
to evade the provisions of the Ken- 
tuckv Statutes. He argued that such 
ventures should not be recognized by 
the courts of the State for the purpose 
of making any sort of a motion. This 
question will later come before the full 
court.

Necessary Inconvenience. 


From the evidence, 1 do not think to 
place the poles of the Home company In 
Hue with the poles of the Cumberland 
company and str.ng wires above will bo 
seriously Interrupt or Interfere with the 
use of those of the Cumberland company 
os to give it tho right to prevent their 
erection and maintenance. It Is one of 
the inconveniences to which It Impliedly 
agreed to submit when It accepted the 
giant from the city. It Is not such an 
inconvenience as will enable It to stand 
In the way of progress and the domanu 
of public Interest. Tho Cumberland com¬ 
pany had not acquired a prior r.ght to 
nor had It attempted to occupy that part 
of Frankfort avenue where Us line was 
not In operation. The prior right to oc¬ 
cupy the unoccupied portion or the ave¬ 
nue was grunted u> tho Home company, 
and the first manifestation of a purpose 
to exercise and enjoy the r.ght was mode 
by the Home company erecting and dis¬ 
tributing poles along the route. So. If 
the prior grant did not confer a prior 
right unaccompanied by prior occupancy, 
then, as to the part of the route upon 
which the Cumberland company had not 
i.ullt Its line prior to the grant to tho 
Home company, I am of opinion that 
when the Home company begin to dis¬ 
tribute its i*>lon St in law acquired such 
an occupancy that the Cumberland com¬ 
pany could no<t. deprive It of Its rights 
by cwting of such height as 

would destroy Its service.

NO FIRM BEARING INVENTOR’S 
NAME CAN MAKE IT. 


HISTORY OF THE CONTRIVANCE 


Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, plaintiff, vs. Louisville Home 
Telephone Company, defendant.—Op.nlon 
nnd order by Paynter, Chief Justice. 

The Cumberland Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company does not enjoy nor doe« 
it claim to enjoy the exclusive privilege 
of the use of the streets of the city of 
LoulsvJle for Its telephone poles and 
wins. The authority under which it en¬ 
tered upon th*.-m expressly declared that 
no exclusive right to erect poles, etc., was 
granted. Section 199 of the Constitution 
recognizes the rights of clt.ea and towns 
jto arrange and control their sireets and 
alleys, and to designate the places and the 
manner In which telephone w ires shall be 
erected and laid with.n their corporate 
limits. However, thin declaration .n the 
Constitution is nothing more than the rec¬ 
ognition of the right to do the same 
thing under the police power of the State. 
Ixjuitfvllle p the only city of the first- 
class In th r * State, and the statute lor 
the government of cities of that clagft 
gives the Board of Public Works exclusive 
control of ihe streets and alleys. Without 
municipal authority neither of the tele¬ 
phone companies had the right to enter 
tipon the streets of the city for the pur- 
pos of building and maintaining Its tele¬ 
phone system. It was within the power of 
the municipal authorities to have pre¬ 
scribed th* kind of poles that should be 
used by the telephone companies and to 
have designated the place where each pole 
should be erected. The ordinance and tho 
permits under which the lines were con¬ 
structed simply designated the route over 
which the lines should be constructed, but 
did not specify the character of poles or 
the place where each should be erected. At 
two points on Frankfort avenue the Cum¬ 
berland Telephone Company, under mu¬ 
nicipal authority, erected telephone pole* 
and strung wires thereon; one line cov¬ 
ered a distance of 470 feet. the other a 
distance, ns appears from the map, two 
or three times as great, but tho exact 
distance does not appear. 

• • • 

What Grant Involved. 

The Louisville Home Telephone Company 
hud acquired by purchase the right to 
erect a telephone system In the city of 
Louisville. The Cumberland Company 
used 35-foot poles on Frankfort avenue 
The Board of Public Works examined the 
route over which these telephone lines 
wire to be constructed; It was fully ac- 
qunlnted with the situation; it knew It 
wsls not practicable to erect a line be¬ 
low the wires of the Cumberland Coin 
pany. 8o It cannot be presumed that it 
intended to gram the Homo Company the 
right to erect a line at an Impraotlcab’e 
place It was only practicable for the 
Home Company to construct a line of 
poles high enough above those of the 
Cumberland <A>mpany to enable it to 
rtring Its wires so as not to interfere 
with that company's use of Its wires 
Th»* evhVence In the case shows that It 
was wholly impracticable and that It

Board of Works Intentions. 

My conclusion Is that rhe Board of Pub, 
He Works did not Intend to authorise tho 
Homo company to string it* wires !n the 
space below those of the Cumberland 
company and thus Interfere with the use 
of tho streets for other public purposes, 
nor did tt Intend that it should siring Its 
wires on a level with those of the Cura- 
Ixflund company and thur subvert Its 
property rignts. Having reached this 
conclusion, the only reasonable Interpreta¬ 
tion to be given to the permit is that 
ihe Home company wit* granted the pr‘\- 
llege of erecting Its wires at such a die. 
torce above those In use by the Cumber¬ 
land Company mb would not interfere with 
them, or such other* a* the reasonable 
demand of Us buMhoss In lh« future 
might require tt to string. As the Cum¬ 
berland company erected Its Ilium with 
the knowledge that the municipal author. 
Itiea hud control of the streets and al- 


It has been urged in argument that tker* 
were other streiHS by which the Home 
Comjnny could have reached the suburb 
Intended to be reached by Its line. That 
may be true, but the Board of Public 
Works had the right to and did deter¬ 
mine upon which streets the Home Com¬ 
pany's Uno should be erected. It must be 
presumed that they considered It for the 
public Interest that the line should be 
built along Frankfort avenue, and at tha 
place designated. This record show* that I 
the Home Company's poles are fifty-five 
feet long and that It will need ten and j 
one-half feet of the space below the top 1 
of Us poles for cross-arm* and wires. The 
pole* to be erected by the Cuinl>erlaiid 
Company are fifty-foot poles If the Cum- 
iH.rland Company should place it? cross- 
arms so ns to reach the top of the polo 
then the> would Interfere with the lino 
of the Home Company. The fact lhar tho 
end of the fifty-foot pole* will project Into 
th«* wires of the Home OovngNUty will not 
seriously Interfere with the use of Us line 
There U no necessity at this time for the 
Cumberland Company to cut off its po'c®, 
but It should not be permitted to place 
cross-arm* upon them In such proxlrrCiy 
to the spa« «• se.octecl by the Home Com¬ 
pany os will Interfere wlrh the use of Its 
line. It is therefore permitted to p'ace 
cross-arms on the fifty-foot poles so as not ! 
to Interfere with the ten and one-half I 
foot srpac* below the tops of the Home , 
Company's poles. 

The Oumberl-and Company Is enjoined I 
from placing Us orof.s-a.rms in such prox¬ 
imity to the ten and one-half foot space 
below the top of the Home Company's 
polos as will Interfere with Its use of 
that space, and the Injunction Is modified 
so as not to require the Cumberland Com¬ 
pany at this time to cut off the top of Its 
poles. That matter can be determined on 
final hearing.

Marcum the Nominee. 


Judge DuRelle this afternoon heard ar¬ 
gument of counsel on a motion to dis¬ 
miss a mandatory- Injunction granted 
by Circuit Judge Dishman, of the Clay 
County Circuit Court, directing the 
County Clerk of that county to place 
on the official ballot as the Republican 
nominee for County Clerk the name of 
William Marcum, and immediately 
overruled It. This finally places the 
name of Marcum on the ticket and 
withdraws that of J. W. Wright. 

The name of Wright was placed on 
the ballot by petition and that of Mar¬ 
cum certified to the County Clerk as 
the nominee by the chairman of the 
Republican County Committee. Mar¬ 
cum asked for and secured the Injunc¬ 
tion in the court below.

Pardon In Worthy Case. 

-Gov. Beckham extended clemency 
this afternoon In a very worthy case, 
that of George Patten, a fifteen-yeai- 
old boy', who had been convicted In the 
Caldwell Circuit Cout of housebreaking 
and given a sentence of two years in 
the State penitentiary. Patten came to 
this county about two months ago from 
Ireland, and. having no parents, fell 
Into bad company. Circuit Judge Nunn 
and the county officials and members 
of the Jury asked for the pardon. Juror 
John E.Nichols wrote the Governor that 
he was ready to adopt the boy when 
pardoned. 

BIG WHISKY DEAL 

IS NOW PENDING. 


Judge Shackelford Miller handed 
down an opinion of especial Interest to 
fishermen who swear by their reels. The 
opinion was tendered in the suit of B- C. 
Milam & Co. asking for an Injunction 
to prevent B. F. Meek & Sons from us¬ 
ing the words “Frankfort, Kentucky,” 
or either of these words in describing 
their fishing reels. Judge Miller granited 
the Injunction. 

Judge Miller’s opinion, aside from its 
legal phase, is of espccltal Interest Inas¬ 
much as It gives a concise history of 
Kentucky’s famous red, made or, gi Rally 
by John F. Meek, a watch and clock- 
maker In Frankfort. His reel was known 
as the ’ Meek Reel.” Mr. Meek flreally 
formed a partnership with Capt. B. C. 
Milam under the firm name of J. F. 
Meek & Co. 

This firm failed In 1852 and at -the 
Sheriff’s sale the business hou.^e, 318 
West Main street, Frankfort, was 
bought In by an uncle of Caps. Milam. 
John F. Meek, the pioneer reelmaker of 
Kentucky, never made another reel and 
worked until his death as a watchmaker 
with William Kendrick. 

Judge Miller interestingly traces the 
history of the succeeding firm of Meek 
& Milam, of Frankfort, composed of 
Ben F. Meek and Capt. Milam. In 1882 
Mr. Meek, being old, quit his Jewelry 
business |,n Frankfort and removed to 
Louts v lilt?. 

About tne same time Milam advertised 
his reels as “B. C. Milam’s Frankfort, 
Kentucky Reels,” and has continued to 
do so. 

Ben F. Meek continued to make reel* 
in Louisville, and finally sold out to B. 
F. Meek & Sons. Their icels were al¬ 
ways stumped “B. F. Meek, Louisville, 
Ky.,” or ”B. F. Meek & Son*, Louis¬ 
ville. Ky.” 

The legal fight was over the use of the 
term “Frankfort.'’ and Judge Miller de¬ 
cided In favor of B. G. Milam & Co., 
that they had the sole right to the use 
of this term In connection with a reek

The plaintiffs, B. C. Milam & Co., now 
cohiplain that the defendant corporation,

Meek." 

The foregoing extract Is a fair sample 
of l . ho t?, nTunK< * lo which objection B 
made The court is ask'd to enjoin de¬ 
fendant from using the words. "Frank- 
: orl , Koriucky,” or either of said word* 
to describe Its reels, which are admitted 
to be wholly made in Louisville.

What’s In a Name? 


By It 1.600.000 Gallons Will Change 
Hands—Is To Be Made In 
Five Years. 


A whisky sale of big proportion* Is 
pending here and If consummated It ’ 
will mean the transfer of 1,600,000 gal¬ 
lons of whisky yet to be made. Local 
broker* are negotiating the sale, and It 
may go through at any time. While It 
is not stated just who the Intending 
purchasers are. they are understood to 
be foreign people. 

Every gallon of the whisky is to be 
made during the next five years, and It 
will tax the capacity of several distil¬ 
leries. The prices quoted have not been 
made public, but it Is said that they ar^ 
in keeping with the market to-day.

Negro Who Assaulted a Georgia 
Woman Is Lynched. 

Jeffersonville. Go., Nov. 1.—The negro 
who attempted to assault Mrs. Daugh¬ 
try, the wife of Representative Daugh¬ 
try, was found hanging to a telegraph 
pole this morning at Allenton. He was 
seen and surrounded in a swamp last 
night. A conductor on the railroad 
was telegraphed to bring dogs from 
Dublin, and permission was given by 
Superintendent Wright. The dogs were 
put on the scent as soon as they 
reached the place, nnd the negro was 
caught about 2 o’clock this morning. 

An Earthquake In Massachusetts. 

Lowell, Mass., Nov. 1.—A seismic dis¬ 
turbance of several seconds' duration 
was felt in the higher elevations of 
tho city last night. In one section 
houses trembled to such an extent that 
crockery and glassware were broken.

This Li.g&t.on grew' out of the foliowring 
state of tacts: In 1830 John b\ Meek, a 
watch and clockmaker, began mak.ng an 
Improved pattern of fishing reel at Frank¬ 
fort, Ky. which became well known us 
the "Mock reel," or "Genuine Ale k reel," 
as It Is sometimes called, in 18&) John 
F. Meek and h.s brother, Ben F. Meek, 
formed a partnership for the manufacture 
of fishing reels under th»* firm name of 
J. F. and B. F. Aleck. The reels made 
by this firm were stamped "J. F. «v B. K. 
Meek." This firm couLnued In -the busi¬ 
ness until 1818. when B. C. Milam, one of 
the plaintiffs, who hud then Just returned 
from the Mexican war, where he hud 
served aa a Captain In col. Humphrey 
Marshall’s cavalry regiment. was admitted 
Into the business under the firm name of 
J. F. Meek & i’c. Capt. Milam bad served 
an apprenticeship *s a reelmaker under 
the Meeks before his departure* for Mex¬ 
ico. This new firm was composed of the 
two former members, John F. and Ben F. 
Meek, and the plaintiff, Capt. B. C. Milam, 
and had its place of business at the old 
• land. 318 Main strec'. Frankfort, Ky. The 
reels made by this new firm were stamped 
"J. F. B. F. Meek ” as theretofore. 
Th« firm of J F. Meek A- Co. f.iiled in 
1853. and at the Sheriff’s sale tin kindness 
house, 318 Man street. In Frankfort, was 
bought In by Crnpt. Milam’* pncle. ITjioii 
the failure John F. Meek abandoned the 
reel business and rotne t-> Louisville, 
where he worked until his death as a 
watchmaker for William Kendrick. John 
F Meek, who was the pioneer In the 
manufacture of fishing ree’a in Kentucky, 
never made a reel after 1852. 

• • • 

New Company Formed. 

On January 1, 1853. Ben F. Meek and 
Capt. B. C. Milam, the other two mem¬ 
bers of the old firm of J. F. Meek Sc 
Co., formed a new business under tho 
firm name of Meek & M.lam for the pur¬ 
pose of continuing the old business of 
jewelers and reelmakers at the old s.and, 
31 .S Ma.n street, Frankfort, Ky. Ben F. 
Meek attended entirely to the watchmak¬ 
ing and Jewelry business, upon iho lower 
floor, while Capt. Milam had entire charge 
of and did ail the reel work in th-? sect-nd 
story of the same house. The i*»rtn*rshlp 
agreement was In writing, and shows that 
upon a dissolution of the Him Meek wus 
to own the watchmaking tools and Milam 
was to own the reelmaking outfl;—the 
stock in both departments to be divided 
equally. This partnership continued from 
January 1, 1853, to 1*59. when It was dis¬ 
solved by mutual consent and according 
to the partnership agreement. Meek tak¬ 
ing the Jewelry butiness and M lam the 
reel bualnef*. and bo:h remaining In the 
old stand. 31K Main street, Frankfort. Ky . 
an theretofore. During this par.nershlp 
the reels wen* stamped ’*M*xk & Milam. 
From 1S59 to the present time Capt. B. C. 
'M'lam solely or tn connection with h>a 
ion and co-plaintlff. John W. Milam, ha* 
continuously been enwf^l tho manu¬ 
facture of reels at the old stand. \\l»h tha 
consent of his former partner, Ben F. 
.Meek who was then ’n the Jewelry busi¬ 
ness Milam conrt’nued to rump b* r«h 
"Meek & Milam” from 1850 to August, 
ISM.

Restim«fi Making- Reels. 




In 1882, Ben. F. Aleck, becoming old and 
too nervous to do dell ate watch work, 
quit hi* jewelry business in Frankfort 
and removed to Louisville. Ky.. where 
he again resumed the maklrg of fishing 
reels, after he had been out of that bu*l- 
ne 5 * about twenty-three year*. Abort 
the same time (1882) Milam b-gan to ad¬ 
vertise hi* reds freely as *‘R C Ml aj-n’s 
Frankfort, Kentucky reels," ord has con 
tinned to do so. T'tiring the long pe lod 
extending from 1S3 r . to 1882 th * reel \arl- 
ouslv kn tui es "the Meek r el" and "the 
Meek & Milam reel” nr Frc kfort bad 
not only become qu'te fnrnoe* all over 
the United Stores, but was well known to 
the a-ugb r6 of Europe F*cn. F M* ek con- 
tfr ued to make r*-el* In LouimTle until 
December. ISIfS. when he sold hi* oq fit 
a-nd good-will to the defendant corto a- 
tlon.

Frankfort a Precious Word. 

While In business in Louisville, Bun. F. 
Meek never used Ihe word '’Frankfort** 
in any combination or singly In stamping 
his reels. No ono of the Meeks ore Inter¬ 
ested in or employed by the defendant 
corporation. ”U. F. Me. k St For* ” Al¬ 
though! B. C. Milam Co, had be n aivvr- 
t.s'.ng their reel* ns "B. C. M.hun's, 
Frankfort. Kentucky reel” sim «• 183J, 

;hey continued to stnmp "Meel. & Alllam" 
until August, is.*;, wiven they ch. tiged In*

From the foregoing statement of the 
cojk* several significant and important 
facts arc eas ly noticed. I n the Ann pViice, 
the "Me. k" reel never bore Ihe nam» of 
the "Frankfort. Kentucky, reel," cither 
by name stamped thereon or by ndvertire- 
nicnt prior to 18P8, whtn it was first so 
designated defendant. Frlor to 1S>2 
5J*® ; V **f*5 & reel." made In Frank¬ 

fort, had become generally known In Ken- 
tucky as the "Frankfort reel," ar.d out¬ 
side of the State as ihe "Kentucky r el," 
or the "Frankfort. Kentucky, reel." and 
waa so advertised by Milam In m3, and 
was so stamped by him In 1886. The de- 
scr.ptlve term or phrrse, "Frankfort. 
Kentucky, reel" was first used by Milam. 
Again Ben. F. Meek (d« fondant’s as¬ 
signor) never used the phrase "Frank¬ 
fort. Kentucky, reel" or "Kentucky roe!" 
but alwaya stamped his reel "B. F. Meek, 
Louisville. Ky..*’ or ”B. F. Meek Son-* 
Louisville, Ky." Furthermore. B f!

Value Given By Courts. 

Fortunately, this subject has received 
elaborate consideration by the Court of 
Appeals In tho case of Metcalfe vs. 
Brand, 85 Ky., 345, known ns the "Lex¬ 
ington Mustard Cuse.” whero the court, 
speaking through Judge Holt, said: 

"If a geographical name be used as 
such, It cannot be protected its a trade 
mark. Clearly, all persons living In n 
town or city may use its name as an ad¬ 
dress; and. of course, many persona may 
u<akr the same article in the same town, 
and show that It is so manufactured, by 
having the name of the place stamped up¬ 
on it or printed upon the lab* I or cover- 
Jug, as their address or place of business. 
Otherwise, monopolies, which are destruc¬ 
tive to Individual right and public Inter¬ 
ests. would be created and fostered. The 
right of one person to appropriate the 
name of a region of country to the ex¬ 
clusion of others who produce or sell a 
similar product of the same region, may 
be regaided as settled by the Supreme 
Court In Cnnnl Company vs. Clark, 13 
Wall.. 311. commonly know n as the ’Lack¬ 
awanna Coal Case.’ Lackawanna coal is 
a natural product of that region, and the 
name was descriptive of the general char¬ 
acter or quality of the product. It not 
only Indicated the place whence the coal 
came, but the general quality of the ar¬ 
ticle. Being generic und thus descriptive, 
it was hold that each of the contestants 
had a right to call Ids coal ‘Lackaw’nuna 
coal’; but this cannot be regarded as 
holding that the nume of a place can, 
under no circumstances, become a trade¬ 
mark. The general qualities of a natural 
product are Indicated bv the name of 
the region whence it comes. Ail have a 
right to sell It, and In doing so to call It 
by the name of the section where It is 
produced, or whence it originally came, as 
that In effect describes the urticle. 

"Such a name indicates the quality, and 
not the producer or the ownership. All 
may use It with equal truth. It Is not 
like a aalc of one man’s goods as those 
of another. There Is no invasion of a 
man’s business reputation and no impo¬ 
sition practiced upon the public. For these 
reasons such phrases a* ’Sea island Cot¬ 
ton.’ ’Hungarian Grass.* ’Kentucky 
Hemp’ or ’Virginia Tobacco.’ will not be 
protected as trade marks. This is not so, 
however, of a manufactured article. The 
name of the place where It is made serv < s 
In no possible way to Indicate Its quali¬ 
ty or composition; and where the manu¬ 
facturer has given It a geographical 
name, which he was the first to use in 
connection with the article, it seems to 
us that It may. from long use In such 
connection, acquire a secondary mean ng; 
and Instead of designating the place 
where the article is made, indicate Its 
origin, or that It Is the product of a par¬ 
ticular manufacturer, or made acco ding 
to his method. When this Is the case It 
become*, in our opinion, a valid trade 
mark. It then designate* the particular 
goods of this one man. The public so un¬ 
derstand It; ard this Is the aim and end 
of u trade mark. Th«* name Is no long r 
used to indicate the place w hore they are 
made, but becomes the name of his goods, 
it gives notice that he is the maker. It. 
by reaeon of first and continued use, and 
association with the name of the article 
made or sold by him, acquires an under¬ 
stood reference to him. It Is the trade 
denomination of his article. It acquire* n 
secondary meaning In connection with a 
a particular manufacture. 

"Thus, we will suppose that John Doe 
has for years made at Mt. Sterling Ky.. 
a revolving bookcase, which he ha*« call d 
during all that time 'The Mt. Sterling Re ¬ 
volving Bookcase.’ The material* out of 
which he constructs It come from differ¬ 
ent pUccs: no one else ha* made «uch n 
ens*- (hero, or used this name; nnd It d es 
not express tn any way the quality of th • 
article, save as referring to Doe as t u e 
maker. The nubile, when they ask In 'he 
market for the 'Mt. Sterling Revo'ving 
Bookcase’ understand that it 1* the one 
manufactured bv him. 

"The name *Mt Sterling.* ns ire* d In 
this connection and under such circum¬ 
stances. Indicates the part'cnilar bookcase 
of this one man Ills skill ha* giver* It 
excellence and reputation In the market, 
and justice to him. as well as th* protec¬ 
tion of the public, require that Its name 
should be protected a* a trade nmrk It 
will create no monopoly. t T r*on the con- 
tram*. It will serve to atlnrmlate Invo-t'en 
and comnctition. li will not hinder 
Richard Roe or others frem making the 
same article at the same nl«ce, and usl-'g 
the name of the nlace mere!'* reogr'ph’c- 
ally. or to show thejr place of business or 
as their address: but thrr must no* u* A 
It ns the tnme of th' le bookcase. Inde d. 
unless thev aim to d cel' O the onbl’c 
thev‘would not desire to use It. If ihe'r 
article f* as good or betfe- than t>*at of 
Doe. there would be no Incentive to do 
so. It w T UI not do to my In wuch a c-*s<* 
that as Roe's manufactory (a at ATt. Ster¬ 
ling, therefore, be. a new’-comcr. m«v 
g’ve hi* bookcase th" same n^nm a« Doe'*, 
because equity will not enjoin ngVnst 
trillne Ihe truth. Tt I* dope for dreelt: 
and when re* done It cannot be «n ! d In n 
tnie senre that It Is done truthfully.

Don’t Use “Camel-hair.” 

In the very lnttreetlng cuse ot RcUU- 


away vs. Danham, last above cited, tho 
House of. Lord* enjoined llanham from 
using the descriptive word "Camel-hair" , 
In designating hla belting, because Redd* I 
away had first made camel-hair belting, 
and the public has come to understand 
that camel-hair belting meant belting 
made by Ucddawny, as distlf gotsht d 
from belting made by other manufactur¬ 
er*. 

In PillabufT-Washburn Co. vs. Eagle, 
33 C. C. A., 386, 86 Fed. t»08. the doctrine Is 
slated ns follow-* by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals: 

"The distinction, both In the English 
and American cases, is between tnoso 
where a geographic name has been adopt¬ 
ed and claimed as a trade-mark proper, 
and those where It has been adopted first 
as merely Indicating the place of manu¬ 
facture, and-afterward, tn the course of 
tinv*. has become u well-known sign and 
synonym for superior excellence. In the 
latter c!a>s of ca^es, persons reald ng at 
other places will not be permitted to use 
the geographical name so adopted a;* a 
brand or lulud for similar goods, for the 
mere purrnwe. by fraud and falBC repre¬ 
sentation, of appropriating the good-w.II 
and business which long-continued indus¬ 
try and skill and u generous u»e of cap¬ 
ital has rightfully built up. It will be of 
no avail In such cases, where the fact* 
arc admitted or proven, to allege a want 
of power in a court of equity to find a 
remedy.” 

After citing the foregoing authority, 
Hopkins, In nls late w-orlc on "Unfair 
Trade," announces the following doctrine: 

"Geographical names can never be ap¬ 
propriated a* trade-rnark: but w th the 
development of the law of unfair competi¬ 
tion tins come the Incidental protection of 
geographical name* applied to merchan¬ 
dise. not as technical trade-mark, but *9 
an Indication to the public of the true 
place of its manufacture. And no manu¬ 
facturer can vtlefend, any more than he 
could maintain a suit in equity, w-h» re he 
Is falsely representing the pince where 
his manufacture U conducted." (Page i»4).

The plaintiff’s reels have become 
famous during a period of nearly fifty 
years of exclusive manufacture at Frank¬ 
fort, Ky.—in fact, they became so ponulur 
as to be generally knowre and subsequent¬ 
ly advertised os the "Frankfort Ken¬ 
tucky, Reel." To allow the defendant 
corporation to reap the honefit of the 
plaintiff's long and honorable course In 
business by Indirectly naming or calling 
its reel, made In Louisville, as the 
"Frankfort Reel," or the "Frankfort 
Kentucky Reel"—something that Ben F. 
Meek, its assignor, never attempted or 
claimed—would be in violation of the 
broad and equitable rule of fair trade laid 
down In the many authorities above cited. 

1 out of opinion that the plaintiffs arc 
entitled to the relief they ask.

TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES 


NOT ADEQUATE TO THE GROW¬ 
ING DEMANDS. 


COAL INDUSTRY SUFFERING. 


New York. Nov l.-R. G. Don ft Co.'s Week¬ 
ly Review of Trade, to be tevued to-n»rr©w, 
trill «»y: 

Although the tateet railway return* Indicate 
that transporting facURk* have greatly im¬ 
proved, the nation’* buolnem has expanded more 
rapithy. Oar Shortage has tn fact become the 
chief remrding Influence. Frem alt aeetiona of 
the country and merry linns of lrxli^try com¬ 
plaints are heard regarding the inability to 
tflove koo J*. Probably the delay ha* been m*x»t 
aggravating In the case of coal, unaeawmably 
•high t>mperatur* alone preventing eeri-AM in¬ 
convenience. Not only nro dotneeUc require- 
menta enurmoua. but cool la becoming an im¬ 
portant article of export, partly owing to labor 
controvendea In Fro nee and Great Britain, and 
also to the BrKteh export tax. MUd weather 
affects retail diaixibution to a very marked 
degree, orders for heavy-weight g.»U being 
conceUcd In some carts where manufacturers 
were behind with deliveries. That the volume 
of legitimate bt^inem Is not bung curtailed, 
however. u» evidenced by the gnin in bank ex¬ 
change** at New York of 27.1 per cent over lest 
year and 7.9 per cent, over the same week in 
At other leading citUu the lncreaee Is 
equally striking. 30.1 per cent, over 1WQ and §.$ 
per cent, over 1*99. 

Not only are steel mills many months behind 
orders and prompt delivarlca commanding prem¬ 
iums. hut even whore the goods are ready for 
customer* tt Is often lmpc*«tble to ship because 
of Inadequate railway facilities. Structurail ma¬ 
terial la urgently aought and mild weather pro¬ 
long* the (or buying pipe. Steel rail 

orders increase and fancy prices asked for 
billets have brought imports frem Germany, 
where industrial d*iYre**ion makes It p*aaslbi« 
to *ell at very low figures. Domestic quotations 
do not alter, though li*t figures are not consid¬ 
ered on deliveries before tne year, and copper 
is oytlAcltlly suftalneJ by closing mines. 

Footwear manufacturers have mad? a germnaj 
edra::'* <n pel-re ■ . : o ring the figures of eflrty 
spring. It is obvious that Me average n**e of 
2>*o does not cover the enhanced cost of ma¬ 
terial, yet new orders have been extremely light 
•duce the change, as Jobbers are resisting the 
ruriurnl tendency. 

Textile markets are well sustained. Woolen 
mills have ample orders and take large quanti¬ 
ties of raw material, bolding wool prices Arm. 
CbUon gooda are In bnsk request with no evi¬ 
dence of cxcreedve stock*. Wise counsel ha* 
thuj Pur prevailed at Foil River, though the 
Uur leafier* are closely divided. 

Irregubirilles prevailed in the markets for 
stapCee. Speculators eecurei a distinct decilne 
from the unusually high re ait Ion recently at¬ 
tained by pork products, while at the same time 
com made a further advance. Poor husking 
reports were held reejxmelble for the rise In the 
cereal, and rh.n-e was a natural falling off In 
export*. Shipments fron^ Atlantic ports for 
the week were only 4SS.49G bushels, against 
LUM.iXlS last week and 3.328.631 a year ago. 
Interior receipts were also light, 3,217,135 bush¬ 
els, afralnft 3,838,Inst year. 

Wheat came to market more freely, arrivals 
at Wreftern dries amounting to 7.040.690 bush¬ 
el*. against C.1K2.393 in the previ«.aas week an 1 
&,S37,9>3 a year ago. Athiniic exports were 
eeitlafadory than last week, but Including all 
United State* pert-s the we-k’» shipments were 
6.018.103 burhe’u. against 3.685,821 last year and 
in 1899. 

A further fall rut cotton 43 a bale lower than 
it wa* two weeks ago. and port receipt* are 
very heavy, despite reports that many planters 
are holding for more profitable prices.

FESTIVAL FUND 


Kentucky’s new revenue agent. Cap!. 
I*. A. Thrasher, of Iola, Kas.. has ar¬ 
rived in Louisville and taken charge 
of the local office In the customhouse, 
relieving Revenue Agent J. II. Slnsel, 
In charge of the Cincinnati office, who 
has been looking after the Kentucky 
Affairs since the charges of misconduct 
have been pending against Capt. W. W. 

I Tates. The transfer of the office was 
mode to Capt. Thrasher by Mr. Sinn 1 
yesterday. 

Capt. Thrasher has been In the rev¬ 
enue service for twenty years. He 
comes to Louisville direct from the Mil¬ 
waukee division. During his long 
career he has had assignments to the 
Pacific coast twice, An the California 
I division, to North Carolina. SL Louis, 
etc. 

He has figured In some of the really 
big revenue cases of the country. He 
uncovered the great defalcation In San 
Francisco In 1S97 when the internal 
revenue collector for the First district 
of California absconded and the cashier 
In the office committed suicide. 

Capt. Thrasher arrived In San Fran¬ 
cisco on June 13. 1897, and began the 
examination of the Collector's office 
at 3 o'clock on Jun* 16. He discovered 
a shortage of 560.000 and by 6 o’clock 
the same afternoon the Collector had 
fled the city and the cashier had taken 
hts own life. Of course It was the 
sensation of the hour. 

Later the Collector returned to his 
home, stood trial and was acquitted. 
Hla bondsmen had to pay the $60,000. 

The last Important raid In which 
Capt. Thrasher participated tva* in 
Stokes county. North Carolina, on 
August 1, 1899. when nineteen stills 
were captured and destroyed wdthln the 
space of one square mile. Practically 
all the operators were arrested. Many 
of them w’ere old offenders, among the 
number being J. M. Taylor, the most 
notorious of that section. He was the 
terror of the country. AH those caught 
were sentenced to Imprisonment. 

A well-known case concluded at 
Winston, N. C.. was first brought to 
the attention of the department by 
Capt. Thrasher, it was the exposure 
of the celebrated moonshine tobacco 
firm of Kerner Bros., at Winston. He 
developed the case In 1898 and the trial 
has Just been brought to an end. The 
outfit w*as broken up and the firm 
forced to pay $3,000. 

This Is Capt. Thrasher's second as¬ 
signment to Louisville. He was the 
revenue agent here from 1892 t<> 1895, 
and many hundreds of friends will wel¬ 
come him back to the post of duty.

COMMITTEES. 


FOUR 


Association To Ask For Not Less Than 
$30,000 and Expects No 
Trouble Getting It. 


The Board of Directors of the May 
Music Festival Association held a meet¬ 
ing at the Board of Trade yesterday 
afternoon to consider plans for next 
year’s festival. Eighteen out of twen¬ 
ty-four members were In attendance, 
and. after conslderabde discussion. It 
was determined to raise a minimum 
guarantee fund of $30,000. A circular 
letter will be issued Immediately to 
merchants and other business men ask¬ 
ing them to subscribe to the fund. If 
It does not meet with a hearty re- 
eponse soliciting committees will go 
through the business districts and ask 
the merchants to guarantee the asso 
elation against loss. By raising $30,000 
the directors say that should there be 
a loss It will be so small that no mer¬ 
chant will complain If he Is called upon 
to make good a deficiency. 

Four committees were appointed yes¬ 
terday to solicit the guarantee fund if 
necessary Each committee is composed 
of three men. and Is assigned to spe¬ 
cific territory. The committees are ps 
follows: For the territory running 
southeast from the corner of Fourth 
and Market; W. E. Ambrose, F. W. 
Kelsker and Henry Kaufman; for the 
territory northeast from Fourth and 
Mark*, t, Charles Earl Currie, Clarence 
Dallam and F. N. Hartwell; for the ter¬ 
ritory running northwest from the cor¬ 
ner of Fourth and Market. Hubert 
Levy, A. R. Cooper and Andrew Broad- 
dus; for the territory running south¬ 
west from the corner of Fourth and 
Market. Osbourne McConathy. F. N. 
Little and F. H. Bacon 

The meeting yesterday was enthusi¬ 
astic and the directors had no fear that 
the merchants would subscribe liberal¬ 
ly to the fund In view of such n small 
call this year, and the possibilities of 
It being even smaller next year.

WEATHER NEWS 


CAN BE GATHERED WITH GREAT¬ 
ER EXACTNESS. 


Improvements To Be Inaugurated In 
the Local Signal Service 
Bureau. 


The local weather bureau, under the 
excellent management of MaJ. H. B. 
Hersey, forecast official and section 
director. Is becoming more Important 
daily. Louisville is now very much 
on the weather map and the spot is 
growing larger every day. 

Yesterday the list of cities from 
which MaJ. Hersey each morning re¬ 
ceives a wired report was Increased 
eight. These points are Pueblo and 
Grand Junction. Col.; Salt Lake City. 
Utah; Santa Fe, New Mexico, and Cal¬ 
gary Qu 'Appelle, Mlnnedosa and Swift 
Current, in the Canadian Northwest 
division. The first reports from these 
places were received yesterday. Each 
Is an Important point for forecasters, 
and they make the Louisville bureau 
of much greater value to the city and 
State than heretofore. This is an addi¬ 
tion MaJ. Hersey has been working for 
since he took charge of the local office. 
With these stations there are now 
twenty-three cities that have been add¬ 
ed to the Louisville list under the pres¬ 
ent management. The others are Wil¬ 
mington and Charlotte, N. C.; Des 
Moines, la.; Springfield. Ill.; Concordia 
and Wichita. Kas.; Springfield. Mo.; 
Huron, S. D.; Havre. Mont.; Modena, 
Utah; Spokane, Wash.; Portland. Ore.; 
WJnnemucca, Nev.; San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. Cal. This gives to the 
local station communication with prac¬ 
tically every section of the country*. 

Another Improvement that went Into 
effect yesterday was a new arrange¬ 
ment for the distribution of forecasts 
throughout Kentucky. MaJ. Hersey 
provided the Western Union telegraph 
office with a logotype, a machine by 
which the company is able to do dupli¬ 
cating and reach points out in the 
State from thirty minutes to an hour 
earlier than usual. This will not only 
prove a great convenience to all towns 
receiving the forecast, but will permit 
the telegmm to be sent to smaller star 
route towns from the substations.

Cases Now Reported Are Not In Ex¬ 
cess of What They Have Been 
For Six Weeks. 



"Diphtheria Is not spreading There 
are no more cases In Louisville than 
there have been for six weeks. Indeed, 
probably fewer now exist." 

Thus spoke Pr^f. E. II. Mark, Super¬ 
intendent of Public Schools, when asked 
about the alleged diphtheria epidemic. 
As to the closing of the South Louisville 
school, Prof. Murk said: 

"On last Monday evening I was caJled 
to the South Louisville school by the 
lllne<s of the little daughter of George 
Hans, the Janitor, who Uvea In the 
building, but In a portion separate and 
distinct from the class or study rooms. 
A physician was called. He said the 
symptoms Indicated diphtheria, and he 
would treat the case In that way. Anti¬ 
toxin was Injected, and on Tuesday 
the patient was Improved enough to go 
out. As soon os I heard of the case 
the school was dismissed, but lessons 
will be resumed next Monday. 

"To-day I examined the reports from 
Health Officer Allen for the pa*t six 
weeks, and I find that the number of 
new cases dally has varied from eIx to 
ten When the fall term began Septem¬ 
ber 6 I>r. Allen reported to us seventy- 
two cases then in existence, so It will 
be seen that any alarm over present 
conditions Is not warranted.’’ 

The dally reports on diphtheria made 
to Superintendent Mark by Health Of¬ 
ficer Allen for the past week were os 
follow* Friday and Saturday, twenty- 
s^ven case*; Sunday and Monday, six¬ 
teen cases; Tuesday, seven cases; 
Wednesday, nine cases; Thursday, eight 
cases. 

In the report made yesterday for 
Thursday one case of smallpox is men¬ 
tioned. Alonzo llatt, colored, thirty- 
three years old, living In the rear of 
608 West Broadway. Is the patient.

In November. 


Dr. Howard Taylor and Mrs. Geraldine 
Guinness Taylor are coming to Lout*, 
vjlle, and will remain for several days, 
conducting meetings In the Interest of 
mission*. They will arrive November 20 
and will remain until the 25th. They 
will hold meeting* twice a day In the 
Walnut-street Methodist church. 

These experienced mission worker* 
are touring the principal cities of the 
South under the direction of the Board 
of Missions of the Southern Methodist 
Church. Dr. Taylor Is a son the Rev. 
J. Hudson Taylor, the founder and di¬ 
rector general of the China Inland Mis¬ 
sion, which now has over 900 mission¬ 
aries In Chinn. Dr. Howard Taylor was 
for years in China a* a missionary. And 
is still connected with the Inland Mis¬ 
sion. His wife, formerly Miss Geraldine 
Guinness, was also a missionary, and is 
still part of the movement. She is a 
woman of considerable literary culture, 
and Is the author of a "History of the 
China Inland Mission." two large vol¬ 
umes that are Interesting a* romance.
